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Colonel Cole Declines 
Presidency Of ROA 


OL. WALTER C. COLE, Air-Res., of 

4 Detroit, president of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United 
States, announced this week that he 
will not be a candidate for reelection 
to that post. 

The only announced candidate for 
presidency of the organization is Col. 
L. Kemper Williams, Inf-Res., of New 
Orleans, now senior vice president and 
chairman of the Organization and 
Membership Committee. There have 
been rumors of others whose names 
might be presented at the convention, 
but the present indications are that 
Col. Williams will be the only candi- 
date. 

The convention will be held Apr. 20, 
21 and 22 in New Orleans. 


Splendid Record ; 

During his two years as president 
of the Organization, Col. Cole has 
given generously of his time and ef- 
forts in the interests of the organiza- 
tion and national defense, and it 1s 
understood that this heavy drain on his 
time is the reason that led Col. Cole 
to relinquish his post. This does not 
mean that he intends to diminish his 
interest in reserve affairs for as re- 
tiring president he will assume the 
important post of chairman of the na- 
tional council, now held by Brig. Gen. 
Roy Hoffman, the previous president. 

The two terms of Col. Cole as head 
of the Reserve Officers’ Association 
have been marked by accomplishment. 
Harmonious relations exist between the 
association and the department as well 
as between the association and the 
other civilian components of national 
defense. It was Col. Cole who brought 
about the organization of the Asso- 
ciated Military Defense Council, of 
which Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly is 
chairman. 

It is due largely to the untiring ef- 
forts of Col. Cole that the Council 
of National Defense of the Detroit 
Board of Commerce has reached its 
present outstanding position, which 
while a local organization has become 
nationally known for its work in behalf 
of national defense. Col. Cole, as chair- 
man of this council, has contributed im- 
measurably to the cause of national 
defense. 

Col. Williams Active ; 

Col. Williams has been an active 
worker for reserve affairs for many 
years. He was recently appointed by 
Col. Cole, with the approval of the 
executive committee, to take charge of 
the 1931 membership campaign, vice 
Brig. Gen. Edward Orton, jr., who re- 
signed. 

Col. Williams was born in Patterson, 
La., Sept. 23, 1887, and attended Law- 
renceville Preparatory School at Law- 
renceville, N. J., and the University 
of the South at Sewanee, Tenn. 

Col. Williams joined the organization 
of the F. B. Williams Cypress Com- 
pany at Patterson, La., in 1908, rising 
to the position of secretary-treasurer 
and general manager until the close 
of the mill operations in 1930. At the 
present time he is vice: president of 
Williams, incorporated, of New Or- 
leans, a director. of the Canal Bank and 
Trust Company, and a member of vari- 
ous civic and business organizations in 
New Orleans.

Men’s Training Camp at Plattsburg, 
receiving a commission as second lieu- 
tenant in the Cavalry reserve, Williams 
was ordered to active duty in April, 
1917. He reported at Ft. Logan H.

Path Cleared for Navy Line Bill; Britten 


Scores Joint Pay Committee’s Inertia 





HE NAVY line personnel bill will 

be brought before the House for a 
vote sometime within the remaining 
ten days of this Congress, as a result 
of the House Rules Committee’s de- 
cision Feb. 19, to bring in a rule on 
the measure. Enactment of the bill 
into law is confidently predicted by its 
advocates. 

Other personnel relief for the serv- 
ices seems doomed, however. Although 
nearly two years ago the Senate passed 
an Army promotion bill, the House 
Military Affairs Committee has not 
seen fit to consider it. Neither the 
War Department nor the Army as an 
entirety is actively behind S. 4, the 
bill approved by the Senate, but it is 
generally felt that some sort of a com- 
promise measure could have _ been 
evolved. 

Pay relief, also, is in a bad spot. 
Hopes that the “study” which the 
Joint Pay Committee has been carry- 
ing on for a year now, could be con- 
tinued during the interim between the 
71st and 72nd Congress, dims with the 
passage of each day. There has been 
no action since the committee reported 
to Congress a month ago. 


In the Navy, though, hopes run high 
that the Britten bill will go through. 
With the approval of the Rules Com- 


mittee to the measure may think the 
worst hurdle has been cleared. Of 
course there will be a fight when it 
comes up on the floor, but a victory 
is looked for. 

Sometime next week or perhaps not 
until the very last hours of the ses- 
sion, the rule will be brought in by the 
Chairman of the Rules Committee, and 
the House will be asked to adopt it. 
It will direct the consideration of the 
Britten bill, and set a limit upon de- 
bate. If they agree, the usual proce- 
dure’ is to immediately take up the 
measure and at the conclusion of the 
time allowed for debate, proceed to 
vote. A majority vote is necessary 
both in voting on the rule and in vot- 
ing on the bill, but usually the rule is 
—— and the fight is made on the 

ill. 
If passed in its present form, the bill 
will then go to the President for sig- 
nature, as the Senate has already acted 
favorably. As the measure is an ad-

West Point Expansion Bill 
Approved by House Group 


PROSPECTS of fulfillment of the 
West Point expansion program took 
a forward step this week when the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
voted to report a bill providing for ac- 
quisition of land adjoining the military 
reservation there. 

Meeting in executive session, Feb. 17, 
the committee agreed to strike out all 
after the enacting clause of S. 5732, 
which passd the Senate, Jan. 26, 1931, 
and substitute the language of H. R. 
14811, a bill for the same purpose in- 
troduced by Chairman James of the 
House committee. They also voted to 
report the James bill. 

Although the ‘Senate bill, introduced 
by Senator Reed, and the House bill 
bearing Representative James’ name, 
differ only in details and wording, the 
committee probably had reasons for 
favoring the wording of the House 
measure and because of this amended 
the Senate bill to conform with it, 
thus making necessary a conference 
should the House pass it. The reason 
for also reporting the same bill with 
the House designation is not apparent, 
however, and none was given by the 
committee. 

By the terms of the measure as re- 
ported, approximately 15,135 acres 
would be acquired by purchase, con- 
demnation or otherwise. It will pro- 
vide land upon which later new fir- 
ing ranges, athletic fields, drill 
grounds and a landing field will be 
built, upon appropriation of the neces- 
sary money, and allow the Military 
Academy to expand in the way that is 

necessary now but will be in the 
future. 

The amendments suggested by the 
War Department in the following let- 
ter of endorsement of the bill, were 
incorporated in the measure by the 
committee:

Officer’s Letter Prompts 
Demand for Pay Action 


HE deplorable condition of junior 

officers in the Army was brought 
out forcibly in the House Feb. 18, when 
Representative Roy G. Fitzgerald, of 
Ohio, extended his remarks in the Rec- 
ord by printing, with his own com- 
ments thereon, a strong and, to Con- 
gress, illuminating letter from Capt. 
Warren J. Clear, Inf., on duty with the 
War Department General Staff. 

Stirred by Capt. Clear’s vivid por- 
trayal of the deplorable plight of the 
junior officers in the Army, Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald called upon Con- 
gress to give immediate pay relief to 
the services “if we are not to be 
shamed.” 

Representative Fitzgerald’s remarks 
and Capt. Clear’s letter as they ap- 
peared in the Congressional Record, 
follow: 

Mr. Fitzgerald. Mr. Speaker, I want 
to call attention of Members of Con- 
gress to the miserable condition of 
some of our junior officers in the 
United States Army. These splendid 
young men, well educated, honest, in- 
dustrious, and loyal, in many cases 
with wives and other responsibilities, 
are facing hardships and degrading 
conditions. Their compensation is 
meager to the point of niggardliness. 
They are required to dress well and 
neatly, and meet other requirements, 
and face responsibilities calling for 
the expenditure of money. This can 
not be done in decency on their pres- 
en pay and allowances. There are but 
a few days more in this Congress, and 
some attention must be paid this mat- 
ter, and relief given immediately by 
the passage of the pay bill or some pay 
bill to relieve the intolerable conditions 
if we are not to be shamed. Here is 
a letter I received today from a cap- 
tain in the service which ought to 
stir out of apathy those of us respon- 
sible for the delay in passing an ade- 
quate pay bill. 

The letter is as follows:

Pay-PromotionViews 


And Evils Analyzed 


(Following is the first of a series 
of articles to be published in the Army 
and Navy Journal analyzing Army pay 
and promotion as treated in the report 
of the Inter-Departmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board. The articles are published 
solely for the purpose of discussion and 
do not necessarily represent the views 
of this publication.) 


ANY agency charged with the dif- 
ficult, not to say thankless, task 
of devising a satisfactory plan of pro- 
motion of commissioned officers of the 
Army, must keep constantly in mind 
that there are two parties in interest 
in any such project, namely, the United 
States and the officers concerned; and 
that the interest of the United States 
is paramount. Indeed, in the last 
analysis there can be no justification 
for the promotion of Army officers or 
any other class of public servants un- 
less the public interest is thereby sub- 
served. Recognition and application 
of the principles just stated, of course 
eliminate from the serious considera- 
tion of any promotion-devising agency 
any and all plans of promotion which 
might have for their obje-’ solely the 
advancement of officers regardless of 
the interests of the United States. 


Stagnation of Promotion 

Also, the truth of the fact cannot be 
blinked that, in our Army, as long 
as its maximum number of commis- 
sioned officers in each grade as well 
as the grand total thereof, are fixed 
inflexibly by statute as at present— 
the number in-each grade diminishing 
rapidly through a pyramidal form of 
organization upwards to the top—stag- 
nation of promotion is inevitable; and 
the evil flowing from such stagnation 
is aggravated by the existence of a 
large “hump” of former World War 
emergency officers, many of whom 
while differing but little in age and 
length of service, differ greatly in pros- 
pects for promotion. There is also 
no escaping the fact that this exist- 
ing evil of stagnation of Army pro- 
motion cannot be eliminated and the 
flow of promotion stimulated to the 
necessary degree unless one of two 
things, or a combination of both, be 
done, namely: (1) that the “brakes” 
be loosened or released entirely from 
the inflexible numbers prescribed in the 
respective field grades, or (2) that 
forced attrition of officers be estab- 
lished, to the extent necessary to in- 
sure an even flow of promotion at a 
rate that will guarantee that an of- 
ficer, if he escape attrition, shall be at 
all times in a grade reasonably com- 
mensurate with his age and length of 
service. Other matters of quite 
weighty import, but which, in com- 
parison with those just stated, may be 
regarded as minor ones, are also for 
consideration by any proposed promo- 
tion agency; such as: (1) whether the 
relative order of standing of certain 
groups of officers on the promotion list 
should be changed, particularly those 
of former World War emergency cap- 
tains whom the War Department 
grouped with lieutenants on the pro- 
motion list on the sole basis of length 
of service; and (2) the basis upon 
which promotion should be established, 
that is whether on seniority, selection, - 
or on length of service. 


Reduced to their lowest terms the 
considerations above stated constituted 
a veritable Labor of Hercules that con- 
fronted the Army Section of the Inter- 
Departmental Promotion Board in the 
Summer of 1930; and, leaving to fur- 
ther articles in this series of considera- 
tion of the manner in which the said 
Army unit performed its task, it may 
be useful to discuss here, in a general 
way, some of the questions just indi- 
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Editorial Comment Indicates Uncertain Outcome Of Spanish Situation 





HAT solution will be found to the present political imbroglio in Spain is 
an uncertainty, according to current editorial comment. The situation was 
already in a serious tangle when King Alfonso called on one of his most vigorous 
opponents, Sanches Guerra, to form a government, and what outcome there 
might be, the editorialists admit inability to predict. Possible effects suggested 
are that a republic might be set up, or that the monarchy might be greatly limit- 
ed. The possibility of the holding of elections or a constitutional convention pro- 
vide further cause for speculation. That there is general dissatisfaction of the 
populace and a trend toward sovietism are also opinions which have been ad- 
vanced. 


‘ “THERE can no longer be any doubt that his throne is at stake,” states the 

Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican). “Barring some 
unexpected hitch, the men will be in favor of a constitutional convention, which 
would be likely to curtail the prerogatives of the crovn. 

“The constitution has been suspended in Spain for more than seven years. 
The present difficulties grow out of the effort which is being made to return to 
a normal basis. Restoration of the constitution would be acceptable to Alfonso, 
but such a solution will not satisfy the most powerful political groups in the 
country. A constitution convention might not only curtail the royal prerogative 
but might abolish the monarchy altogether. This is what King Alfonso fears, 
and apparently not without reason.” 


“GINCE the resignation of the first dictator, the late Primo de Riviera, Spain 

\” has been ruled by a makeshift dictatorship that has had neither the strength 
to override al! opposition nor the political ability to reconcile the aims of the 
government ‘with the ambitions of the people,” claims the Hartford, Conn., 
Courant (Republican). “The abortive revolution was an indication of the des- 
peration of a portion of the population which could drive them to make a fore- 
doomed attack on a well-disciplined and up-to-date army. The promise of new 
elections and the relaxation of governmental oppresssion, while it has introduced 
a more helpful note, was not without its dangers, since it could only increase the 
resentment of the people should the promises not be kept.” 


“He serious the present situation in Spain may be it is impossible to say,” 

notes the Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican). “For years the land has 
been one of political surprises. It has been assumed that the decision of the King 
to call elections next month for a new Cortes, accompanied as it was by a 
declaration of the need of constitutional reforms, would quell agitation somewhat 
and lead to an orderly solution of the present difficulies. But he has met with 
the opposition of the powerful constitutional party, which is unfavorable to re- 
vision by the Cortes, but asks for a convention ‘with a power independent of and 


“THE demand for a republic has been greatly swollen by popular resentment 

against the King’s betrayal of constitutional government, and no doubt 
in eight years Spain’s many radicals have been watching Russia and tending 
toward Sovietism or some variant upon it,” says the Springfield, Mass., Daily 
Republican. “But even among the monarchists there are said to be many who 
feel that in order to save the monarchy its powers must be severely limited, so 
that they join in the demand that instead of holding an election the government 
call a constitutional assembly. 

“The election has indeed proved unworkable, because practically all the 
opposition groups refused to take part in it, in spite of the guaranty that it 
be made scrupulously fair. If opposition were less widespread this refusal would 
merely disfranchise the abstainers, but these are so many that the election would 
be discredited and violent agitation would probably go on.” 


“TN SPITE of the evident tension of the Spanish political crisis there still 

hangs about it that atmosphere of opera bouffe which seems never to be 
wholly absent from the affairs of the Iberian Peninsula,” remarks the New York 
Herald Tribune (Independent Republican). “The King, represented to be on 
the verge of losing his throne, sets out to save it by turning everything over to 
the gentlemen who have been among the more eager to deprive him of his powers. 
It is all in the best Spanish tradition, and confusing, very confusing indeed. 

“Yet behind these apparent paradoxes, which a young and simple-minded 
people like ourselves find it difficult to follow, the broad lines of what is hap- 
pening emerge with some clarity. When King Alfonso * * * announced the 
return to the constitution of 1876 it was easy to infer that he was doing so in 
order to forestall a demand for something even more drastic. * * * Doubtless 
one reason why the crisis is so difficult to solve is that the King has no one 
now to turn to except the politicians of the old regime.” 


“EVE RESTORED constitutional liberties at a moment when ‘kingly’ expediency 

appeared to demand a continuance, even a strengthening, of repressive 
policies,” avers the Baltimore, Md., Sun (Independent Democratic). ‘Now he has 
named to form a new government a leader of the constitutional convention move- 
ment which if realized, would temporarily displace the King as highest authority 
and proceed to determine whether Spain should become a limited monarchy or 
even turn Republic. This choice of the King’s would seem to indicate an addi- 
tional concession, since cables * * * intimated that he would agree only to a 
convention that would ‘guarantee political liberties and still not diminish royal 
prerogatives.’ Even more important than any of these steps, or the selection of 
Sanches Guerra to try to form a new government, is the increase in turmoil and 
uncertainty that follows from successive failures and concessions. Spain ac- 
cumulated a vast variety of grudges and desires all the years Primo de Riviera 
was trying futilely to establish a semi-Fascist order, and again during the de-

(Continued from First Page) 
cated having to do with Army promo- 
tion. And, first, as to inflexible num- 
bers or percentages in the field grades. 


Two Schools of Thought 
Among proponents of Army promo- 
tion projects two distinct schools of 
thought exist as to the necessity or 
otherwise of limiting percentages, or 
numbers, in the field grades; and it is 
understood that the views of both 
schools were fully considered by the 
Army Promotion unit of the Inter-De- 
partmental Promotion Board. One 
school, composed, in the main, of line 
officers, who seem to place greater 
value on rank than do officers of staff 
departments, holds that in peace time 
the Regular Army commissioned per- 
sonnel should be arranged in the same 
pyramidal form, built to the same 
scale, as that which would be adopted 
in war. This school argues that to 
maintain a number of officers in the 
grades of major, lieutenant colonel and 
colonel, in excess of orthodox percent- 
ages would not only be expensive but 
would also cheapen rank and cause our 
Army to take on the appearance of a 
“Mexican” Army. Attention is also 
called by this school to the situation 
which, it is stated, will come about 
under existing law in a few more years 
in the Medical Department, in which 
there are no limiting grade percent- 
ages, wherein, in most of the corps 
thereof, the majority of commissioned 
officers will be in the grade of colonel, 
a condition which this school contends 
will be inconsistent with, and detri- 
mental to, good administration, effi- 
ciency of the service, and the public 
interest. 

As opposed to the views above ex- 
pressed the other school of thought 
states that with the enactment of the 
National Defense Act, many new duties 
were created for commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army outside the scope 
of their former activities; and that in 
the assignment to such duties, and the 
performance thereof, rank or grade is 
not always a controlling, nor even an 
important, factor. In other words, the 
members of this school aver that with 
respect to duties with the civilian com- 
ponents, such as the R. O. T. C. and the 
Organized Reserves, it is not uncommon 
for a major to be relieved by a cap- 
tain, or vice versa, or for a colonel and 
a lieutenant to change places. They 
admit that officers promoted to field 
grades, particularly to the command 
grade of colonel, should be assigned, 
for periods of reasonable duration, to 
command duty adequate for that grade, 
but they contend that there should be 
no difficulty encountered in making 
such assignments, by rotation. They 
also declare that it is perfectly obvious 





that with a Regular Army of such 
miniature or pigmy size as is our pres- 
ent one, no emergency or war of any 
magnitude could be waged, but that 
on the contrary the National Guard, 
the Reserves, and the general man- 
power of the nation would be mobilized 
to create an Army of such size as, in 
the interests of good administration, 
would necessitate the immediate pro- 
motion of every Regular Army officer 
at least two grades. They say that 
under these circumstances, it would be 
no heinous offense to military tradi- 
tions and would create no fair resem- 
blance to a “Mexican” Army were the 
peace-time barriers, set up by limiting 
numbers or grade percentages, elimi- 
nated or very much lowered so as to 
permit the promotion of officers to the 
higher grades on length of service 
alone. Indeed, they contend that offi- 
cers so promoted, for whom they claim 
adequate duty could always be found 
either with the regular units or with 
the civilian components, would be the 
better qualified to perform war-time 
duties had they had some experience 
in their war-time rank before the out- 
break of hostilities. In support of this 
statement they point to the condition 
which existed at the outbreak of the 
War with Spain when so many of our 
regular officers had reached the mid- 
century mark without ever having held 
rank higher than that of lieutenant, 
but on whose shoulders, of necessity, 
was thrown at once the responsibility 
of commanding regiments or higher 
units. 

Since the arguments advanced by the 
two opposing schools mentioned on the 
question of grade percentages have, as 
a matter of fact, embodied most of the 
considerations that could be marshalled 
for or against promotion by length of 
service, no express discussion of that 
method of promotion is deemed neces- 
sary here. 

Promotion by Seniority 


On the question of the soundness or 
otherwise of promotion by seniority— 
the existing Army system up to and 
including the grade of colonel—there 
is also a divergence of views among 
officers of the Army. As opposed to 
such method, it is argued that a sys- 
tem of promotion based on seniority 
alone deadens initiative, and discour- 
ages ambition on the part of an officer 
to rise in his chosen profession, since 
the personal equation is not a factor 
in the promotion. It is stated by op- 
ponents of this method of promotion 
that every officer knows that if he 
maintains his efficiency to a degree 
sufficient to escape a Class B Board, 
mere lapse of time will effect his pro- 
motion; and it is argued that such a 
condition of mind on the part of an

has been made as a result of undue in- 
fluence or favoritism; and this fear 
of favoritism or personal influence is 
the great drawback to promotion by 
selection. It will probably be admitted 
officer is not conducive to the best it- 
terests of the service. 

on all hands that if it were possible 
to have the selection made in each case 
by an agency or official that was All- 
wise and All-good, and absolutely im- 
pervious to favoritism or animosity, 
then, indeed, such a system of promo- 
tion would be the best possible one that 
could be devised in the public interest. 
The right man would always be picked 
for the vacancy and the welfare of the 
country would be correspondingly ad- 
vanced. But such an All-wise and All- 
good human agency cannot be expected 
in this wicked world; and it is believed 
that the view of the great majority of 
Army officers is that the adoption, gen- 
erally, in the Army, of promotion by 
selection would be most unwise at this 
time, in view of the many suspicion- 
breeding factors found in the numer- 
ous sources from which our commis- 
sioned personnel has been recruited, 
and the various “humps” that exist in 
the service. 

In the succeeding articles in this 
series comment will be made on the 
manner in which the War Department 
unit of the Inter-Departmental Promo- 
tion Board solved the various problems 
involved in Army promotion, as evi- 
denced by the draft of legislation which 
it prepared and submitted to Congress 
last November; and the principal fea- 
tures of such proposed legislation will 
be considered.

(Continued from First Page) 
when he was ordered to Camp Han- 
cock, Ga., to help organize the Machine 
Gun Center.

Service Air Chiefs Support 
Commercial Aeronautics 


FYEARTY support for civil aero- 

nautics came from both the Army 
and Navy this week following a state- 
ment by Postmaster General Brown at 
a conference of air mail operators in 
Washington, Feb. 16, that the military 
and Navy services speak “with con- 
tempt” of possible aid from civil aero- 
nautics. 

Both Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, 
chief of the Army Air Corps, and Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffett, chief of the 
Naval Bureau of Aeronautics, denied 
that either service ever considered civil 
aeronautics with contempt, but that on 
the other hand they were firm believers 
in the value of civil air forces to na- 
tional defense. 

The statement attributed to Pos- 
master General Brown was as follows: 
“The military branches of the govern- 
ment are not at all enthusiastic about 
the part that civil aeronautics may play 
in any preparedness program being de- 
vised by the Army and the Navy. In 
fact, they speak with some contempt 
about any aid which might be rendered 
by those engaged in commercial avia- 
tion should the time ever come to call 
for such assistance.” 

When Mr. Brown’s remarks were re- 
peated to Gen. Fechet, he said: 


Gen. Fetchet’s Statement 

“My attention has been invited to the 
statement ascribed to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Brown regarding the ‘contempt’ of 
the military branches of the Govern- 
ment for civil aeronautics. I am ata 
loss to understand why any such state- 
ment should have been made, as the 
Army Air Corps has always regarded 
commercial aeronautics as a reserve in 
time of war. A_ large percentage of 
the pilots engaged in commercial aero- 
nautics and operations for the Post Of- 
fice Department are reserve officers in 
the Army Air Corps and would certain- 
ly be used in time of emergency, as 
they contain in their ranks some of the 
best pilots in the world, many of them 
with military experience and many of 
them trained in the Army Air Corps 
school. 

“Every military student recognizes 
that commercial air activities are the 
basis of air power. The airways bear 
the same relation to the air forces 
that the railroad do to ground troops. 
The manufacturing facilities engaged 
in commercial aviation form the basis 
for the war-time industry and the 
skilled workmen and mechanics in 
existence in time of peace form the 
nucleus for the expansion of both of 
the military forces and the expanded 
industry. 

“It must be recognized, however, 
that the task of converting the indus- 
trial establishment from a peace-time 
basis to a war-time basis requires the 
most efficient system of transportation 
and communication. Commercial air 
activities during this phase of pre- 
Paredness will be taxed to their utmost 
and it will not be possible to convert 
commercial planes and personnel imme- 
diately into military forces. The im- 
portance of the commercial air pilot 
will increase in time of war, even 
though he be kept in his peace-time as- 
signment. At such a time quick com- 
munication and swift flying carriers 
of passengers or freights, as well as

Senate Adds to Navy Bill 


WitH an amendment adding $10,- 

000,000 for the construction of 11 
destroyers, the 1932 Navy appropria- 
tion bill was reported to the Senate 
Feb. 19. Consideration on the $358,- 
000,000 measure was underway in the 
Senate yesterday. 

Besides the amendment providing for 
the destroyers, a number of other im- 
portant changes were made by the 
Senate committee. The sum of $226,- 
470, allowed for training reserve avia- 
tors was struck out. This will allow 
the training of about the same number 
of reserve aviators next year as in 
past years. The House added the 
above sum to allow some of the regu- 
lar naval aviators to be sent back to 
surface duty, a procedure to which the 
Navy Department is opposed. 

The Senate committee increased the 
number of appointments to the Naval 
Academy for each member of Congress 
to four, the present number allowed. 
The House had cut this to three. 
The House proviso that appointees to 
the Naval Academy from the enlisted 
ranks must have “nine months’ service 
aboard a vessel at sea with the fleet” 
was amended to read “nine months’ 
service aboard any vessel of the Navy 
in full commission.” 

Two hundred thousand dollars was 
added for experimentation with the 
metal-clad airship. This sum was in- 
serted in the Army appropriation bill 
in the House, and was struck out in the 
Senate. Members of the appropriation 
committees of the Senate and House 
reached an agreement that this should 
came out of the Army bill and go into 
the Navy bill. 

The money appropriated for the con- 
version of the USS Utah and USS 
Wyoming into a target ship and a 
training vessel respectively, was made 
available for the disposal of other ves- 
sels of the Navy. The limitation on 
the purchase of oil was eliminated. 

One hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars was supplied for the con- 
struction and extension of the Naval 
Research Laboratory at Bellevue, D. C., 
and $20,000 was added to the allotment 
of the inspectors of machinery, 

Tacking on increases of nearly $4,- 
000,000, the House of Representatives

Object to Relief Bill 


QCpBJECTION was made upon the floor 
of the House of Representatives 


_ Feb. 14 to the reimbursement of an 


officer of the Army who had allowed 
his personal belongings to be destroyed 
while performing his duty in organiz- 
ing relief work during the Tokyo earth- 
quake. 

During the consideration of the Priv- 
ate Calendar in the House, a bill for 
the relief of Capt. Warren J. Clear, 
USA, having already passed the Senate, 
was called up. Under the unanimous 
consent rule, Representative Greenwood 
of Indiana objected and the bill went 
over without action after the follow- 
ing debate: 

Mr. McCormack of Massachusetts: 
This is a bill introduced by the junior 
Senator from Massachusetts [Mr. 
Walsh] and it has been favorably re- 
ported by the War Department. 

At the time of the earthquake and 
fire in Tokyo this man, who was a cap- 
tain in the United States Army, instead 
of trying to preserve his property, did 
what he should have done in trying to 
save human life and relieve human 
suffering. I think this is a most de- 
serving case, and I sincerely trust the 
gentleman will not press his objection. 

Mr. Greenwood: We have followed a 
policy of objecting to all these cases of 
earthquake and fire, where property is 
destroyed on the theory the party 
should protect his property by carry- 
ing proper insurance, and that the 
United States Government ought not to 

held responsible for such losses by 
re where the man has neglected to 
protect his own property by failing to 

ke out the proper insurance. We 

ave made exceptions in a few cases, 
where it has been shown that the man 
who lost his own property lost it be- 
cause he was saving the property of 
the United States, and we have also 
made exception in one case of a doctor, 
{ believe, in the Canal Zone, who was 
engaged in trying to save life and assist 
those who had been injured. 

Mr. McCormack of Massachusetts: 
tn this case this captain did what he 
should have done, and what we should 
compliment him for doing, in devoting 
his services to trying to save human 
life instead of going to where his prop- 
erty was located, and I feel we ought 
Lo compliment him for his efforts in 

rying to minimize human suffering and 
tm human life following this earth- 
quake and fire. * *

tion in such instances. Is that true in 
this case. 

Mr. Irwin: That applies partly to this 
ease, because this man could have saved 
some of his own property, but he had 
no time to do that, because he was 
busily engaged in organizing what you 
might call an organization for the pur- 
pose of relieving suffering and distress;

Mr. Greenwood: If the gentleman 
will permit, regardless of the amount 
involved here, I find in the report this 
language: 

That upon hearing of the calamity at 
Tokyo he immediately proceeded there 
and rendered assistance as directed in 
caring for and transporting sufferers 
to places of safety. That he discovered 
upon arrival that his permanent quar- 
ters in Tokyo had been entirely re- 
stroyed and that such of his personal 
property as he had left behind had also 
been destroyed by the fire that swept 
the district following the earthquake. 

Mr. McCormack of Massachusetts: 
Yes. — 

Mr. Greenwood: This man, in leav- 
ing his property there and going to 
parts unknown should have carried in- 
surance, and because he found out when 
he came back that the property had 
been destroyed by fire, I do not think 
we should be called upon to reimburse 
him simply because he went ahead and 
performed his duty after the calamity 
had happened. 

I do not think this is a case where 
we should make an exception. I there- 
fere object. 





The 8th Cavalry Band 


THE 8th Cavalry Band, formed at the 

same time that the 8th Cavalry 
was organized, 1866, was made inactive 
recently at Ft. Bliss, Tex. Sixty-four 
years of service in all corners of the 
world came to an end with the order 
making this band inactive. The &th 
Cavalry has a record of long and dis- 
tinguished service in China, the Philip- 
pine Islands, Japan, Cuba and the Mex- 
ican border. The services of the band 
unquestionably aided materially in es- 
tablishing that record. 


In 1888 the band, mounted, made 
what is probably the longest march 
ever made by a cavalry band; 1,725 
miles, from Ft. Davis, Tex., to Ft. 
Meade, S. D. 


Extracts from the history of the 8th 
Cavalry prepared by Capt. Dwight 
Hughes, Jr., reveal the trying conditions 
under which the regiment and the band 
served in their early days: 


“The early part of 1867 found the 
regiment organized with 12 line troops, 
each troop having from 50 to 85 men 
each, and scattered over the States of 
Nevada, California, Washington, Idaho 
and Oregon, with headquarters at Camp 
Whipple, Ariz. 


“The troops were composed chiefly 
of men enlisted on the Pacific Coast 
and included many of the class styled 
‘Forty-niners.’ Men who had passed 
months or years in the mines, and were 
typical specimens of the roving order 
of citizens. Many of them were wild 
characters who enlisted with the same 
spirit of adventure which led them to 
the frontier, and who could not gener- 
ally adapt themselves to the restraints 
of military life.” 

In 1915, when the 8th Cavalry was 
stationed on the Mexican border, Capt. 
Hughes says: “At this time Mexican 
bandits were giving ranchers a great 
deal of concern and as soon as the regi- 
ment was straightened out after its 
long trip, troops were dispatched to 
take station at the nearby border towns 
—Sierra Blanca, Fabens, Ft. Hancock 
and Ysleta. Many small engagements 
took place with Mexican bandits by 
patrols and on several different occa- 
sions troops and squadrons followed 
bandits far into Mexican territory.” 


Summing up the history of the band, 
it is found that it spent four years in 
Cuba, nine years in the Philippines, 21 
years in the West and 30 years along 
the Rio Grande. The regimental stand- 
ards of the 8th Cavalry are decorated 
with four battle streamers for partici- 
pation in the Indian wars; they are, 
Arizona, 1867, 1868 and 1869; Oregon, 
Commanche Indians, 1868; Mexico, 
Apache Indians, 1877, and South Da- 
kota, Pine Ridge, Sioux Indians. 


Now, after 64 years of service in 
country which Capt. Hughes designates 
as the home of the regiment, with, “We 
can well say that its home has been 
among rattlesnakes, cactus, rocks and 
sandstorms,” the band has become in- 
active, and its regiment must go on 
without it.

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WHITE HOUSE MODIFIES SERVICE INVITATION LISTS 

O little discussion has been aroused this year over the failure of a large 
N number of retired officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps living in 
Washington to receive invitations to the annual Army-Navy reception at the 
White House—a courtesy extended to them virtually from the’ beginning of the 
annual receptions of the Chief Executive. For the first time in the memory of 
many of the older retired officers they were not invited to the annual reception, 
held Feb. 11. 
It was explained unofficially at the White House that the change was 
brought about in an effort to invite the entire list of active officers stationed in 
Washington. Previously, it was said, the second and first lieutenants in the 
Army and Marine Corps, and the ensigns and lieutenants (junior grade) in the 
Navy have not been invited. In order to invite these, the explanations continued, 
they cut from the invitation list all the retired officers with the exception of those 
who have left their cards at the White House since Oct. 1, 1930. 
Assurance was given at the executive offices that every officer in Washing- 

ton on the active list and all the retired officers living here who have left their 
cards since Oct. 1 were invited to a White House reception. Not all of them were 
invited to the Army and Navy reception, however, some having been invited to 
others, such as the Congressional or judicial reception. The explanation given 
for not inviting all to the Army and Navy reception was that there were so many 
to attend that it was necessary to spread them out over other receptions. 
There is a feeling in many quarters that the retired officers were left out 

to make room for outsiders who are anxious to attend the White House receptions. 





MINE DEPOT CHANGE PUT IN REGULATIONS 
(TRANSFER of the Army’s Submarine Mine Depot from Ft. Totten, N. Y., to 
Ft. Monroe, Va., ordered last November by the Secretary of War, was noted 

in Army Regulations this week when Circular No. 7 ordered AR 90-5 (Coast 
Artillery Corps) changed to conform with the present situation. 
The new and changed portion of AR 90-5 reads as follows: 
“The Submarine Mine Depot, Ft. Monroe, Va., will operate under the direction 

of the Chief of Coast Artillery. 
“Correspondence between the Chief of Coast Aritllery and the Commanding 
Officer, Submarine Mine Depot, Ft. Monroe, Va., will be conducted through the 
Commandant, Coast Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va.” 





LINDBERGH BACKS WEST POINT IN TRAINING 
OL. CHARLES A. LINDBERGH, Air-Res., strongly advocating military avia- 
4 tion at West Point, in a statement issued by him at his office, in New York 
City, pointed out that not only should this course be part of the curriculum but 
that it should be carried out at the Military Academy itself rather than on some 
airfield situated elsewhere. 

“Aviation,” said Col. Lindbergh, “has become one of the important branches 
ef the United States Army. There is hardly an officer in the Army who directly 
or indirectly will not come into contact with the Air Corps in carrying out his 
duties. It is of utmost importance that men who are being trained as officers 
today have a thorough knowledge of the practices and possibilities of the air 
forces. I believe field instruction in air tactics should be an essential part of the 
training at West Point, and that to be of the greatest value this training must 
be carried on in connection with the regular curriculum given at the Military 
Academy.” 





WAR POLICIES COMMISSION TO MEET MARCH 5 


(THE War Policies Commission, authorized by this Congress, will begin on March 

5 to hold meetings in the Capitol and to hear testimony of numerous wit- 
nesses and experts which it has summoned to appear. The commission, which 
consists of six Cabinet members, four Senators and four Representatives, is to 
“study and consider amending the Constitution of the United States to provide 
that private property may be taken by Congress for public use during war and 
methods of equalizing the burdens and removing the profits of war, together with 
a study of policies to be pursued in the event of war.” 

Maj. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, deputy chief of staff, appeared before the 
House Appropriations Committee when it was considering the Second Deficiency 
bill, in support of an estimate of $50,000 for the expenses of the commission. 
The principal item was for travel expenses, while most of the balance was for 
the employing of personnel to aid the commission, including an executive assist- 
ant for the Secretary of the Commission, who is to be paid $750 a month. 

Representative Wood, of Indiana, chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
argued against the estimate at the hearing, asserting that when the commission 
was authorized it was specifically understood that the War Department was to 
supply the needed clerical assistance. The committee, however, recommended the 
$50,000 appropriation. 





SPANISH ARMY OFFICERS’ PAY INCREASED 
T A COST of approximately $12,500,000 the Spanish government recently 
increased its military budget for the purpose of granting pay raises to 13,- 
500 army officers. Increases were granted as follows: Lieutenant generals to 
receive an addition of 2,000 pesetas a year; field officers 1,000 pesetas increase; 
captains, 1,500 pesetas increase, and subalterns, incrases of 1,000 and 500 pesetas 
increase a year. 





CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE AND HARBOR DEFENSES 
HANGES No. 1 in AR 100-20 (Corps of Engineers, Fortifications), now being 
distributed, charges the Chemical Warfare Service, jointly with those pre- 
viously responsible, with the technical development of harbor defense projects. 
Item (3) paragraph 1 was amended to read as follows: 

“The Chiefs of Coast Artillery, Engineers, Ordnance, Chemical Warfare 
Service, and the Chief Signal Officer are charged jointly with the technical de- 
velopment of harbor defense projects.” 

The only change in the wording was the insertion of the words “Chemical 
Warfare Service” in the position given above. 





MRS. KAHN’S JOKE PRODUCES RESULTS 

ig STARTED as a joke, but now there have been two bills introduced which 

may change the aspect of matters. It started at the hearings of the sub- 
committee of the House Committee on Military Affairs on the bill providing for 
the expansion of West Point, when Mrs. Kahn, of California, jokingly told the 
committee that if there were any necessity of moving the Military Academy she 
was certain that California would be glad to. furnish, free of charge, adequate 
grounds for the erection of a United States Military Academy. She was taken 
more seriously than she intended, however. Later Governor Rolph of California 
wired the Military Committee that his State would offer 20,000 acres of land 
for a military academy. Representative McSwain (D. of S. C.) then introduced 
a bill (H. R. 17153) which would authorize the Secretary of War to invite offers 
of inducement, either real estate or money, for the erection or extension of the 
Military Academy at another point. In answer to this, Mrs. Kahn introduced a 
bill in the House Feb. 19, to the same point, except that it invited offers for 
change of location or extension of the Naval Academy, thus letting California in 


PROPOSE GOOD-CONDUCT AWARD FOR ENLISTED MEN 

A GOOD-CONDUCT medal would be available for enlisted men under the terms 

of the bill H. R. 95, which the House Military Committee ordered reported 
Feb. 17. This medal would be awarded to enlisted men who completed three 
years of honorable service and who were recommended by their commanding offi- 
cers for exemplary behavior, efficiency and fidelity. A suitable bar or device 
would be awarded to denote each subsequent period of three years honorable 
service. This medal would be awarded under the authority of the Secretary of 
War, not in the name of Congress. 





“BLUE” FLEET DEFENDING CANAL AGAINST “BLACK” ATTACK 
HE NAVY’S DEFENSE of the Panama and Nicaragua canals is under way. 

Latest dispatches indicate that contact between the “Blue” fleet, defenders, 
and the “Black,” attackers, has been made by this time. Of course, it is a sham 
battle but to all intents it is serious, for it is a practical application of the prin- 
ciples that have been worked out for use in case an attack is ever made on the 
highly important Panama canal. The Nicaragua canal, while actually only an 
ultimate possibility, is considered as a fact for the purposes of the problem. 

The “Black” fleet-—the enemy—is composed of powerful battleships, cruisers 
and destroyers, carrying a large expeditionary force for land movements. This 
is the battle fleet, which operates in the Pacific. The “Blue” fleet consists of all 
United States vessels presumably available to meet an enemy threat and com- 
prises the battleship Arkansas, the aircraft carriers Lexington and Saratoga, 
nine 6-inch gun cruisers, several submarines, a number of destroyers, less than 
the enemy has, and a large force of airplanes. There are also a number of pa- 
trol planes of long radius. The “Blue” fleet is inferior to the attackers in strength 
of surface craft, but is superior in the air. All units are engaged except the 
Asiatic fleet. 

To accomplish the defense of the attacked zone, the “Blue” fleet must attack 
and destroy the enemy forces, or at least inflict such damage as to render it in- 
capable of continuing the attack. At the beginning of the problem the “Blue” 
fleet had to locate the enemy, which they knew had left California ports at a 
certain time. Outside of that information there was no clue to the whereabouts 
of the “Black” fleet. They have done this, and now the second stage of the 
problem is in progress, that is the actual attack. Umpires will rule ships pro- 
gressively damaged by simulated bombing, firing, and torpedoing, and according 
to the intensity and duration of the attack will rule them sunk, whereupon: they 
will take no further part in the battle. > 

The attack and defense are to furnish actual conditions to gain experience 
and aid in the planning of adequate naval defense. 





NEW CLOTH FOR ENLISTED MEN’S UNIFORMS 

NEW CLOTH for the manufacture of woolen olive-drab uniforms for enlisted 

men has been authorized by the Secretary of War. The new cloth, 18-oz. 
serge for coats and 24-oz. elastique for trousers, will replace the 16-0z. melton 
cloth now used. As the new cloth is more expensive the present three-year 
clothing allowance will be reduced by one pair of trousers. The present allow- 
ance is four complete uniforms and one extra pair of trousers. Of this number, 
two uniforms and one pair of breeches are furnished from war stock and two 
complete uniforms are made from the melton cloth. Until the stock of war- 
time uniforms is exhausted they will continue to be issued at the rate of two 
per man per three-year enlistment, and for use of the National Guard, Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps and Citizens’ Military Training Camps.

A motor launch was 
obtained from the United States 
Marines in Corinto to carry anchors, 
lines and other necessary equipment 
to the Heilo. Through the efforts of 
officers and men from the Sacramento, 
the Heilo was backed into deep water 
and piloted to sea. 


Assigned to ZRS-4 


T. CHARLES E. BAUCH, USN, on 

duty at the Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, N. J., has been ordered to 
Akron, Ohio, for duty in connection 
with the fitting out of the Navy’s new 
rigid airship, the ZRS-4, and to duty 
on board when commissioned. He will 
be detached from his present duty 
about March 15. 

Lt. Bauch is the first officer to be 
ordered to duty on the dirigible ZRS-4 
and this marks the beginning of the 
assembling of personnel for the new 
airship. By the terms of the contract, 
the Navy will fly the trials of the ZRS- 
4, which will be held in July. For this 
purpose, and for familiarization with 
the ship approximately ten officers and 
40 enlisted men will be sent to Akron 
about two months before the ship flies.

Denver Decommissioned 


HE USS DENVER, second line 
cruiser, until recently attached to 
the Special Service Squadron, has been 
placed out of commission at the Navy 
Yard, Philadelphia, and, in accordance 
with the Department’s plans, will be 
disposed of prior to July 1, 1932. 
The passing of the Denver marks 
the last of the five ships of her type 
which have been dropped from active 
service in the past three years. One of 
her sister ships, the USS Galveston, 
also serving in the Special Service 
Squadron, was decommissioned in Sep- 
tember, 1930, and offered for sale. The 
other three, the USS Cleveland, Des 
Moines and Chattanooga, have been 
stricken from the Navy list within the 
past three years. The five ships were 
commissioned between 1903 and 1905 
as gunboats. 
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Rep. French’s Remarks 
‘THE following statement under thé 
title “Congressman French vs. 
President Hoover,” was issued this 
week by the Navy League of the 
United States: 
Text of Statement 

When addressing the House of Com- 
mons on July 28, 1927, about the 
Geneva Conference then in session, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary, quoted the following words 
with the comment that “this is a state- 
ment of Britain’s case with which no 
Briton would quarrel, made by an 
American .. .” 

“The people of Great Britain depend, 
and must depend, upon the outside 
world. Their dependency is for food; 
it is for clothing; it is for structural 
materials; it is for- fuel and especially 
fuel oil. Great Britain must maintain 
open to her ships the lanes of the sea. 
To do this Great Britain must have 
naval bases, and Great Britain, more 
than the United States, is in need of 
types of ships such as cruisers that 
are swift and of widest radius of ac- 
tion. Great Britain must pay atten- 
tion to the reserve supply of fuel oil, 
to materials of all kinds, in a manner 


-that the United States does not need 


to consider. 

“Stop the lanes of the sea to the ships 
of Great Britain and suffering would 
be brought to the people of the British 
Isles within a period of weeks, and 
collapse of the British Navy as a fight- 
ing force would be a matter of days. 

“Turn to the United States. Our 
country could be cut off from the rest 
of the world and there would be food 
for our people, there would be fuel oil 
for our use, there would be materials 
of all kinds for our fabrication. The 
lanes of the sea might be closed to us 
for weeks or for years should the 
necessity arise. The United States 
within her own territory could sustain 
her own people without suffering, and 
could produce the materials to meet 
whatever emergency naval necessities 
might require in resumption of active 
naval warfare for the protection of the 
interest and dignity and honor of our 
country.” 

Also when Mr. W. C. Bridgeman, 
First Lord of the Admiralty and chief 
of the British delegation to Geneva, 
made his final speech at the confer- 
ence on Aug. 4, 1927, in defense of their 
position, he quoted the last two para- 
graphs .of the above remarks, saying 
that “none could have put the case 
more clearly than did Mr. French.” 
For if we turn to the Congressional 
Record of January 4, 1927, we find 
that this quotation is from a speech 
that day by Congressman Burton L. 
French, of Moscow, Idaho, the Chair- 
man of the House of Representatives 
Committee on Naval Appropriations. 

As it does not appear that Congress- 
man French has retracted the views 
above quoted and as he continues his 
obdurate opposition to the financing of 
the United States Navy, it seems as 
though the man in his key position, 
directing American naval appropria- 
tions, is still an ardent advocate of the 
cause of the British Royal Navy rath- 
er than of that of the country in whose 
Congress he sits. 

On the other hand, President Hoover 
has no such illusions as to the vital 
importance now of overseas trade to 
the United States; for in his Boston 
speech of Oct. 15, 1928, he said: 

“The goods which we export con- 
tribute to the purchase from foreign 
countries of the goods and raw mate- 
rials which we cannot ourselves pro- 
duce. We might survive as a nation, 
although on lower living standards and 
wages, if we have to suppress the 9 per 
cent or 10 per cent of our total pro- 
duction which is now sold abroad. But 
our whole standard of life would be 
paralyzed and much of the joy of liv- 
ing destroyed if we were denied suf- 
ficient imports. . . 

“Our total volume of exports trans- 
lates itself into employment for 2,400,- 
000 families, while its increase in the 
last seven years has interpreted itself 
into livelihood for 500,000 families in 
the United States. And in addition to 
this, millions more families find em- 
ployment in the manufacture of im- 
ported raw materials. The farmer has 
a better market for his produce by 
reason of their employment.”

Speaks on Air Maneuvers 


"THE purpose and problems of the 

1931 Air Corps field exercises were 
outlined by the Assistant Secretary of 
War, Hon. F. Trubee Davison, at a 
luncheon given by the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce, in New York 
City, Feb. 17. 


Extracts from Secretary Davison’s 
talk follow: 


On behalf of the War Department 
and the Army Air Corps, I wish to 
thank the State Chamber of Comerce, 
the City Administration and the vari- 
ous civic, patriotic and commercial 
groups represented here today, for the 
interest they are taking in the *orth- 
coming Army Air Corps field exercises. 


You are naturally interested in learn- 
ing, in as comprehensive detail as pos- 
sible, the program scheduled for these 
exercises which will bring approxi- 
mately 670 Army planes to New York 
and other cities along the Atlantic sea- 
board between Washington and Bos- 
ton during the latter part of May. 


Planning an affair of that particular 
magnitude is in truth a major opera- 
tion—one that requires considerable 
preparation and forethought. For that 
reason, although the actual concentra- 
tion at Dayton does not start until 
three months from today, the ground- 
work for the exercises has already been 
prepared and advanced to such a point 
that, in some instances, it is ready for 
the finishing touch. 

It has already been announced that 
some 670 planes will arrive in New 
York on May 21 under command of 
Brig. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois and 
will be stationed at Mitchel Field and 
adjoining airdromes. The daylight 
hours of May 22 will be devoted to re- 
pairs, maintenance and inspection, but 
shortly after sunset the 2nd Bombard- 
ment Group will take off and stage a 
night formation flight over New York 
City. I want to emphasize that this 
imposing spectacle will be staged at 
an altitude sufficient to insure a safe 
gliding angle in the event of engine 
failure and to prevent annoyance to 
people on the ground. 

The main demonstration will be 
staged about 1:00 o’clock on the after-

noon of Saturday, May 28, when the 
entire force will participate in the de- 
dication ceremonies of New York’s 
new municipal airport, 


The program for May 27 falls into 
two separate phases. The first is a 
series of flights in battle formation 
over all sections of Manhattan with 
the principal demonstrations concen- 
trated near Battery Park and the Fi- 
nancial District. The flights will be 
staged by Bombardment, Pursuit and 
Attack planes while other Pursuit 
squadrons will serve as defensive 
forces. 


Following this demonstration, the 
participating organizations will pro- 
ceed north over New York and, some- 
where above the Westchester line, fall 
into division formation and head to- 
ward the municipal airport by way of 
Riverside Drive, Battery Park and 
Brooklyn. In order that you may get 
an idea of the size of this parade, let 
me tell you that when the head of this 
formation passes over Governor’s Is- 
land, the rear will still be up near the 
Bronx. 


Flying in tight formation and at a 
speed of 100 miles an hour, it will tak: 
this number of aircraft about 20 min- 
utes to pass a given point. 


So much for the first phase of the 
demonstration. The second will take 


part of the Dedication Ceremonies. 


Here a composite group of Bombard- 
ment, Attack and Pursuit planes will 
demonstrate offensive as well ds de- 
fensive tactics including balloon burst- 
ing, Pursuit combat and Pursuit acro- 
batics. This demonstration will end 
a few minutes before 2:00 o’clock, at 
which hour the entire formation will 
pass over the airport to be reviewed 
by Mayor Walker and other civil and 
military officials. Following the re- 
view, a triple smoke-screen will be iaid 
by three Pursuit planes. 


On Sunday, May 24, the Air Divi- 
sion will leave for Boston, Springfield, 
Hartford and other New England 
cities, returning to New York and re- 
maining from May 26 until May 29, 
when it will proceed to Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington. Demon- 
strations will be made over Trenton, 
Newark, Jersey City and Atlantic City 
on the 27th. 


Never in its history has the Air 
Corps held field exercises on a scale 
similar to the one to be employed this 
year. It is necessary that they should 
take place because it is only by put- 
ting tactical and technical theories to 
the acid test of practice that we can 
learn if our method of handling air 
units is feasible, efficient and e‘Tective. 

In the forthcoming field exercises, 
the Air Corps is using every piece of 
available equipment outside of train- 
ing planes. In order to create the 
emergency atmosphere we are drafting 
the graduating class of the Advanced 
Flying School at Kelly Field as well 
as calling National Guard units to ac- 
tive duty. In other words, we function 
as we would in case of an emergen-y 
in order to introduce thorough tests of 
peace-time training and supply meth- 
ods. 

Planes will come from all over the 
country to be welded into the division 
organization. They will wing their 
way to Dayton in flights, ealisdioaan 
and groups from California, Texas, 
New England and other sections. For 
a few days they will receive brief and 
intensive training in.the teamwork 
which is an important factor in mod- 
ern aerial tactics and then start out 
on the actual field exercises along the 
Atlantic Coast. 

It is simple to say that 670 planes 
of various types will take part in these 
field exercises and it will be an im- 
pressive spectacle to see them in the 
air, but the job of keeping that num- 
ber of planes in ‘tip-top flying trim, get 
them in the air and keep them there, 
presents intricate problems of suppiy, 
maintenance and command. 

For many weeks, Gen. Foulois and 
his Provisional Wing have been work- 
ing on the problem of providing these 
airplanes en route with oil, gas and 
other necessary supplies. The amount 
of gas and oil necessary to serve the 
units en route had to be determined and 
arranged for. 

When a large number of planes are 
gathered into one unit problems begin 
to pile up—problems that can only be 
solved through practical tests. Let me 
mention a few of the questions which 
these exercises are designed to provide 
the answer to: 

1. Are our present cavics of or-

supply and logistic schedules ade- 
quate? . 


2. How many, and what spare 
parts must be laid down at various 
airdromes to insure proper main- 
tenance of aircraft? 


3. Can an organization the size 
of an Air Division be handled with 
the present-size staff? 


4. Are-present methods of com- 
munication adequate and what are 
the most effective methods of com- 
munication? 

5. Can it, or parts of it, be con- 
trolled by radio so that changes in 
operations or routes may be made 
after it is in the air? 

6. How many airplanes can. be 
successfully operated from one air- 
drome? Hence, how many air- 
dromes would we need in time of 
war? 

7. What length of time does it 
take for a large organization to 
take off from, or land in, an air- 
drome? How long does it take to 
service a large air organization? 

8. Can recent graduates or mem- 
bers of the graduating class at the 
Advanced Flying School at Kelly 
Field immediately take their place 
in combat organizations in time of 
war without going through a 
higher school? 

So much for the benefits of an Air 
Division concentration to the Air Corps 
itself. Commercial aviation will be 
benefitted commensurately. 


In their flights to and from the con- 
centration points and during the exer- 
cises, Air Corps units will fly over 
every State in the Union. Every large 
airport will be used, and many others 
not so large, in addition to the Army 
airdromes already established. Gas, oil 
and other supplies will be laid down at 
these airports. Communication sys- 
tems and weather information facilities 
are now being examined to insure their 
adequacy. Some of the commercial air- 
ports are adequate, as are their acces- 
sory installations, such as gas and oil 


- servicing methods and transportation to 


and from town. That is, they are ade- 
quate for present-day commercial op- 
erations; but when a squadron or a 
group flies into a field and must be 
serviced and the personnel cared for in 
a minimum period of time, that air- 
port will experience a condition sim- 
ilar to commercial operations five or 
ten years from now, and its operators 
and superintendents will learn for 
what they must prepare in the growth 
of commercial operations. , 


About seventy-five million people will 
have the opportunity of seeing one or 
more, or all, of the units of the Air 
Corps in operation, going, during and 
returning from the maneuvers. The 
resultant awakened interest in aviation, 
not only military aviation but aviation 
generally, is obvious. People will have 
not only the opportunity of seeing mod- 
ern airplanes in flight in large forma- 
tions but they will have an incentive 
to visit their local airports for which 
they, as taxpayers, have spent money, 
and to see how an airport operates un- 
der pressure. ; 

The Air Corps of this country must 
keep pace with that of the other lead- 
ing powers, both in the quality and 
quantity of its airplanes and flyers, 
and in its staff as well. Without an 
Air Corps operating on a large scale 
as we are planning this year, we will 
not be practiced in the handling of 
large numbers of airplanes and flying 
personnel. Without such practice we 
cannot say that we know how a war- 
time air force would be operated. 
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be ‘ad well 
Cost of Navy Quarters 
WHEN the Second Deficiency Appro- 
priation Bill was reported to the 
House of Representatives, Feb. 18, it 
carried a proviso in connection with the 
naval lighter-than-air base near Sun- 
nydale, Calif., “that no part of this 
appropriation shall be expended for 
the construction of quarters for com- 
missioned officers to cost in excess of 
the respective limits fixed by law for 
quarters for commissioned officers of 
corresponding rank in the Army.” 
Apparently what moved the commit- 
tee to insert this limitation was its 
disfavor when it learned that the De- 
partment was planning to erect quar- 
ters for the commanding officer, to cost 


$25,000. 

The bill as reported to the House al- 
lowed the full amount, $2,200,000, as 
recommended by the Budget Bureau, 
for the construction at the lighter- 
than-air base.

A. L. Parson, chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and 
Representative Will R. Wood, chairman 
of the appropriations committee, in the 
course of the committee’s hearing on 
the bill, follows:

Adm. Parson. Isay, I do not think we 
will have to spend that today. 

Rep. Wood. It strikes me that we are 
just simply throwing a lot of money 
away on furbelows in quarters of com- 
manding officers, all out of proportion 
with the quarters that we provide for 
the boy who does the work. 

Adm. Parsons. We hope to keep that 
down. I do not know whether we can 
keep it down as low as $15,000, but we 
are trying to design our quarters on 
the basis of a cost of $15,000. 

' Rep. Wood. Take this commanding 
officers’ quarters. Have you plans al- 
ready adopted for that? 

Adm. Parsons. Not the detail plans, 
but the sketch plans. 

Rep. Wood. It is an easy matter to 
change those detail plans. The draw- 
ings you have call for a $25,000 build- 
ing. In all probability that same kind 
. of a building could be built today for 
$15,000. 

Adm. Parsons.-I hope it can. 

Rep. Wood. But if you have $25,000 
for a commanding officers’ quarters, 
in all probability those plans could be 
very easily changed so that you would 
still have to spend the $25,000. 

Adm. Parsons. Of course, we can 
change them but we are not going to do 


it. 

Rep. Wood. It would be better if it 
were not posible for you to do it. 

Adm. Parsons. We are trying to 
keep our quarters within the Army 
limits of cost for individual units. 

Rep. Wood. This has been abused 
time and time and time again. 

Adm. Parsons. Undoubtedly. 

Rep. Wood. Since I have been here, 
and they were abused even worse be- 
fore the present regime took control. 
You had better have as little tempta- 
‘tion before you as possible. 

Adm. Parsons. I will say that for 
the last year, in the appropriation bill 
for quarters we had at various places, 
it was provided that we should keep 
within the Army limits, and we have. 
We intend to do that right along. 

Rep. Wood. What do you mean by 
the Army limit? 

Adm. Parsons. That is the limit 
which can not be exceeded for differ- 
ent types of quarters. They are limit- 
ed to around $15,000 for quarters for 
oficers above the rank of captain.

passed the Navy 
ation bill late Friday afternoon, Feb. 
13. Most of the increase was due to 
inclusion of $3,379,000 for completion 
of certain naval shore construction 
works, begun with money appropriated 
in the first deficiency bill. As it passed 
the House, the naval bill carried $348,- 
051,952. 

A number of amendments of import 
were approved by the House and a 
number of others defeated. The House 
defeated, without a record vote, the 
proposal of Representative Black of 
N. Y., to construct one destroyer leader 
and three destroyers. Although part 
of the first year’s building program 
asked for by the administration, ac- 
cording to Mr. French, chairman of 
the Naval appropriation sub-commit- 
tee, the Navy Department did not ask 
for appropriations for the construction 
of any destroyers. 

Representative William A. Ayres, a 
member of the naval sub-committee, led 
an unsuccessful fight to withdraw the 
Marines from Nicaragua. His proposal 
was to cut the force down to but one 
company of Marines and such aviation 
units as are now there. It was voted 
down 191 to 133. 


Considerable discussion was aroused 
over the proviso in the bill, requiring 
that enlisted men of the Navy should 
spend nine months aboard a naval ves- 
sel before being eligible for appoint- 
ment to the Naval Academy. This sec- 
tion -was amended to read that they 
should spend “nine months at sea with 
the fleet,” before entering the Acade- 
my, and passed. 

The limitation in the bill that the 
number of officers above the grade of 
lieutenant commander on duty in con- 
nection with aviation, should not be in- 
creased over the present number 39, 
was stricken from the bill. Represen- 
tative French, who was responsible for 
it being inserted, asked that it be re- 
moved. 

Another limitation placed in the bill 
by the committee reducing the number 
of Naval Academy appointments for 
each member of Congress from four 
to three, was carried, however. There 
was considerable debate on this item, 
it being opposed by two of the five 
members of the sub-committee. 

An amendment removing the limita- 
tion on the number of officers was 
passed by the House over the objec- 
tions of Representative French. An- 
other amendment adopted provided that 
$779,000 out of the 1931 appropriations 
be made available for the conversion 
of the USS Wyoming into a training 
ship, and the USS Utah into a target. 

After lengthy argument as to the 
value of speed as a factor in fighting 
airplanes, the House added $220,000 to 
the bill for experimentation in high 
speed engines. 

The savings deposits of members of 
the military and naval services were 
made immune from attachment by the 
Comptroller General for indebtedness 
to the Government by the terms of an- 
other amendment. An amendment to 
allow the Marine Band to attend the 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of 
the surrender of Cornwallis at York- 
town next Fall went out on a point of 
order. 

Another amendment adopted turned 
over the $192,000 appropriated for the 
purchase of helium to the Bureau of 
Mines, Department of Interior to as- 
sure that the Navy procured their he- 
lium from this source. 

The proviso inserted by the commit- 
tee requiring that the Navy pu 
domestic products was amended to al- 
low the Secretary of the Navy to buy 
foreign goods when he shall deem it in 
the best interests of the Government.

ness. According to present plans, the 
latter bill will come up in the House, 
Feb. 25, and the personnel bill as soon 
as practicable. 

Opposition to both of these bills is 
expected from Representative French. 
He desires that nothing be done in the 
matter of promotion relief for one 
service alone, calling this “piece-meal 
legislation.” He has been conferring 
with various members of the House, 
he says, on the matter of securing fur- 
ther consideration of the pay problem, 
with the promotion problem being in- 
cluded in the study. 

One suggestion which has been heard 
of late, is to have the present legisla- 
tive committees make coincided study 
of the promotion problem. Sub-com- 
mittees of each legislative committee 
would be appointed, by the terms of 
the plan advanced, and would meet to- 
gether. In this way, the legislative 
committees would still keep their jur- 
isdiction over the matter, and a unified 
promotion rate or system might be 
evolved. No authority of Congress 
would be needed for such a procedure, 
it is thought. 

Caustic criticism of the Joint Pay 
Committee for the way it handled the 
service pay question has been heard 
from many sources of late. Chairman 
Britten of the Naval Committee, in a 
statement issued this week, calls the 
group sharply to account for the fail- 
ure to provide relief for services. He 
lays the failure of the committee to act 
at the door of Representative French, 
whom he refers to as “a nationally 
known pacifist.” 

“The demoralization within the 
ranks of officer personnel in the Navy, 
is entirely justified by the lack of ap- 
preciation of this fine body of men by 
Congress itself,” said Representative 
Britten. 

“The Joint Pay Committee of the 
House and Senate was authorized more 
than a year ago. Its purpose was to 
investigate pay conditions in the vari- 
ous military services of the Govern- 
ment and to make recommendations to 
Congress, but up to the present mo- 
ment that Committee has not had a 
single hearing and it is quite evident 
that it will die with the present Con- 
gress on March 4, unless some further 
legislative action keeps it alive. 

“If this Joint Committee was created 
to still the demand for a reasonable 
wage scale, it certainly has served its 
purpose well. If, on the other hand, 
it was created to sincerely investigate 
pay conditions in the services, its 
failure to have a hearing must be as 
disheartening to its members as it is 
to the men it was intended to benefit. 

“Notwithstanding the increased cost 
of everything that makes life worth liv- 
ing, the present pay of the services is 
but 11 per cent more than it was 23 
years ago and there is no prospect of 
an early improvement in this condition, 
with the House members of the Joint 
Committee dominated by a man who is 
nationally known as a pacifist. (Bur- 
ton L. French of Idaho.) 

“In time of war, the officers of the 
various services are the first line of 
defense. Their lives have been conse- 
crated to the service of their country 
and the very least that Congress can 
do is to recompense’ them adequately 1f 
not generously for the particular ser- 
vice that they have been educated to 
perform in our national life. 

“While inferior pay is a disturbing 
element in the life of every man, it is 
not nearly so distressing as the condi- 
tion which now exists in the grades of 
lieutenant commander and commander

Forcea 
retirement is compulsory under exist- 
ing law and that is where the shoe 
pinches and really hurts. 

“To force involuntarily out of the 
service an able-bodied, clear-minded 
officer who has had 25 or 30 years of 
creditable service, because of Congres- 
sional failure to legislate for the best 
interest of the service, not of the men, 
is incomprehensible. It is little won- 
der that the officers and their respec- 
tive families are demoralized. It is 


shocking. 

“The London Treaty has definitely 
limited the number and character of 
ships which the Navy may have, but 
it has not limited the efficiency of the 
more important element in warfare, 
the oficer personnel, and to this end 
there should be nothing left undone. 

“Cold steel and big guns are useless 
in warfare unless directed by officers 
and men of unquestioned skill and 


training. 

“Failure to provide adequately in 
pay and comfort of the fighting men 
of the country, is false economy and 
may even be ruinous.”

( E RULE FOR the consideration of the Britten Naval Promotion Bill is im- 
portant in its effect not only upon the Navy in the matter of promotion, but 
+ maa the pay and promotion situations of the Military Services. Backed by the 

ouse Naval Committee and energetically supported by the Secretary of the 
Navy, there is every likelihood that the bill will pass. Should this happen, a long 
step will be taken toward action upon pay. Moreover, a precedent will be estab- 
lished for the consideration separately of the promotion problems cf the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps. In other words, they cannot be jumbled up 
together, and there consequently cannot be that uniform promotion plan, which 
the Congressional Joint Committee proposed. 


N VIEW of the recommendations of the Naval and Rules Committess, the re- 
sponsibility for action on Army promotion rests the more squarely upon the 
House Military Committee. As we pointed out last week, the Senate has passed 
a bill. We have no doubt if the House Committee were to report out a measure, 
the House Rules Committee would grant a rule for its consideration. It is ob- 
vious the latter committee would not want to discriminate against the Army. 
There remains sufficient time for a conference on an Army promotion bill to 
reach an agreement. There is also time for Congress to adopt a resolution au- 
thorizing a Joint Committee of the next Congress to make recommendations for 
an increase of pay. The pay situation is complicated at this time by the enor- 
mous relief and bonus loans which have been granted. Certainly, however, the 
creation of a Joint Committee would not add anything to the expense of the Gov- 
ernment, and its recommendations, if adopted at the next session, could not take 
effect until after July 1, 1982. By that time, unquestionably, the Treasury will 
be in shape to stand the additional expense which the pay increase will involve. 


E PRINT THIS WEEK extracts from an interesting address of Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air Davison, devoted to a description of the forthcom- 
ing Army Air maneuvers. Important problems which have arisen and which 
involve the most effective use of planes are ex to be answered by them. 
The grand operations contemplated will not only be of value to the Flyers and 
to national defense but will provide the country with an opportunity to learn of 
the great progress which has been made in Army air development. Credit for 
this development rests very largely with Mr. Davison. When the office he has 
so ably filled was created, friction existed which was injurious to proper and 
effective administration. With the appointment of Mr. Davison, the difficulties 
which seemed so monumental became reduced to their proper proportions, the 
relations between the Air Corps and the General Staff gradually worked into 
greater harmony, and higher efficiency in the Corps resulted. Army aviation, 
and indeed aviation generally, is indebted to Mr. Davison for the excellent admin- 
istration he has inaugurated. 


HAT AN EXTRAORDINARY precedent was established by the House of 
Representatives this week in refusing to allow the clam of Capt. W. J. Clear 
for reimbursement of losses suffered during the Tokyo earthquake. Without con- 
sidering himself, Capt. Clear abandoned his belongings and devoted his efforts 
to relieving the suffering of the injured. Not only did he act in accordance with 
duty but with the highest dictates of humanity. For the House to say that he 
should have taken care of his military accoutrements before looking after human 
life, or to claim that his personal negligence in not insuring these articles makes 
him responsible, is to inaugurate a policy which reflects upon the decencies of 
humanity. We shall hope the matter will come up again and the House recede. 














WE WONDER WHAT Great Britain will say to the action of France in ap- 

propriating $39,000,000 for new naval consrtuction, including one battle 
reagent Italy’s attitude we know. She has announced she will build ton for 

and gun for gun with France. The United States has no battle cruisers 
and cannot have any under the London Treaty. Great Britain cannot add to her 
force of this type. Will the “escalator clause” be invoked by the British Ad- 
miralty? If so will the United States stand idly by and permit parity to drop to 
the vanishing point? Certainly, the attitude of the President and Congress is 
not encouraging in the matter of present parity. What will it do in case of the 
eventuality referred to? 


SARMAMENT seems to be in the blood of the authorities. The Secretary 
of State is urging all the nations which participated in the Preliminary Con- 
ference at Geneva to prepare for the conference to occur next year. Admittedly, 
the principal questions for consideration are European, but we can easily per- 
ceive that the astute statesmen of the Old World will see to it that they are 
settled in a way which will further weaken American defense. It is argued here 
that no question regarding our Navy can arise in view of the London Treaty, and 
that “our Army is so small as not to figure as a problem.” But there are mat- 
ters of the National Guard, Reserves, Coast Guard, in fact, anything which can 
be construed as figaring in our national defense, which doubtless the European 
into discussion.

Deficiency Appropriations 
NCLUDING a total of $4,721,596.74 
for naval and military expenditures, 

the Second Deficiency Appropriation 

Bill was reported to the House of 

Representatives, Feb. 18. 

Only two reductions were made by 
the House Appropriations Committee 
from the estimates submitted through 
the Bureau of the Budget. In one in- 
stance the committee struck out an item 
of $150,000 for the improvement of 
shipbuilding ways at the Charleston 
Navy Yard, which is the only yard 
which failed to benefit under the 
previous measures. The other reduc- 
tion made by the committee was in 
cutting the estimate for pay of civil- 
jans at the United States Military 
Academy, but this does not result in any 
loss, for the Department was author- 


ized to use other unexpended appro- 
priations for that purpose. 

The committee’s report on the naval 
and military items was as follows: 


War Department 


For the War Department there is 
recommended a total of $2,579,938.50, 
consisting of $2,227,648.50 under mili- 
tary activities and $352,290 under non- 
military activities. 

The amount for military activities 
includes $15,000 for the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s office for salaries and 
expenses in connection with patent 
claims under the settlement of war 
claims act of 1928, $18,757 for The 
Adjutant General’s office to commence 
work on assembling, classifying, and 
indexing the military personnel records 
of the World War, for which an appro- 
priation of $250,900 is provided in the 
War Department appropriation bill 
for 1932, $743,000 for technical con- 
struction, preparation of landing fields, 
etc., at the Army Air Field, Alameda, 
Calif., and $453,000, together with the 
reappropriation of $803,000 for im- 
provements and facilities at the Marin 
County Air Field, Calif. 

Under the Militia Bureau the sum of 
$488,000 is recommended for camps of 
instruction and field training with the 
National Guard and $505,000 for pay 
of the guard for armory drills, these 
two sums being necessitated by a 
greater attendance at camps and at 
armory drills than was possible to an- 
ticipate. 

Navy Department 

The amount recommended for the 
Navy Department is $2,493,948.24. This 
sum includes an item of $50,000 for 
completion of quarters, naval station, 
Coco Solo, Canal Zone; $199,556 for 
additional expenses of the Marine 
Corps, made necessary by the main- 
tenance of expeditionary forces in Nic- 
aragua and China; $30,000 for repairs 
to hospitals, schools, roads, and other 
public works damaged in American 
Samoa by a typhoon in January of this 
year; and $2,200,000 for commence- 
ment of construction at the Naval 
lighter-than-air base near Sunnyvale, 
Calif., as authorized by the act of Feb. 
12, 1931. In addition to the direct ap- 
propriation of $2,200,000 authority is 
granted to the Secretary of the Navy 
to incur obligations toward the im- 
provements at such base of $1,800,000. 
The appropriation contains a restric- 
tion upon the use of the money contin- 
gent upon the acquirement of title by 
donation of not less than 1,000 acres 
of land and a further limitation that 
the amounts expended for construction 
of quarters for commissioned officers 
shall not cost in excess of the limits 
fixed by law for quarters for commis- 
sioned officers of corresponding rank 
in the Army. 

The Budget estimate of $150,000 for 
the improvement of shipbuilding ways 
at the Charleston, S. C., Navy Yard, is 
not allowed. 





Ford to Motorize Ship 


PERMISSION was given the Ford 

_ Motor Company Feb. 18, by the 
Shipping Board, to convert the lake 
type SS Lake Shawano to a motor ship. 
The vessel was one of 199 similar type 
ships purchased from the Shipping 
Board in 1925 with the understanding 
that they be scrapped or, in the case 
of ten of the ships, upon payment of 
an additional sum that they be con- 
verted into barges. In the case of the 
Lake Shawano, the Board has agreed 
to permit the Ford Company to con- 
ver: the vessel to a diesel ship upon 
Payment of this additional purchase 
price. The vessel is a steel cargo

WARDS, USA, ret., wartime com- 
mander of the 26th (Yankee) Division, 
died at Phillips House, Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Boston, Mass., Feb. 
14, after a 30-day strugge aghinst an 
intestinal trouble that forced him to 
undergo two operations and three blood 
transfusions in a most gallant, fight 
against death. He was 71 years old. 


Burial was in the southern end of 
Arlington National Cemetery beside 
the graves of his wife and daughter. 

Secretary of War Hurley and Maj. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Army chief 
of staff, represented the War Depart- 
ment.

Maj: Gen. Clarence Ransom Edwards 
was born in Cleveland, Ohio, Jan. 1, 
1860. Despite the wishes of his father, 
who was eager to have him follow his 
footsteps in business, young Edwards 
decided to follow a career in the Army 
after he was graduated from West 
Point in 1883.

(ONSIDERATION of the Army band 
4 pill, H. R. 2756, in the House of 
Representatives was blocked by Repre- 
sentative Blandon Feb. 16 when the 
measure came up on the Consent Cal- 
endar because “he wanted to see the 
.veterans’ loan bill enacted before spend- 
ing any money for music.” 

The following debate occurred on the 
floor of the House: 

Mr. Blanton: Reserving the right to 
object, this bill will cost $86,000, and I 
cbject, Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Cramton: Will the gentleman 
from Texas reserve the objection? 

Mr. Blanton: Is the gentleman from 
Michigan [Mr. Cramton] in favor of 
spending $86,000 for music when people 
want something to eat? 

Mr. Cramton: Well, I think we can 
go forward in various directions. 

Mr. Blanton: The gentleman spoke 
over the radio so distinctly against food 
the other night 

Mr. Cramton: No; I was not distinct, 
if the gentleman got that impression. 
I simply want to call the gentleman’s 
attention seriously to the fact that the 
National Federation of —Musical Clubs 
has been very much interested in this 
bill. 

Mr. Blanton: I have received nine 
telegrams from musical sources today 
in behalf of this bill. Somebody has 
gotten them interested in spending this 
$86,000 for this new band legislation, 
but those telegrams did not disturb me 
at all. 

Mr. Cramton: I happen to know this 
and I call it to the gentleman’s atten- 
tion, although I will not press it if the 
gentleman is determined to object. 

Mr. Blanton: I first want to spend 
this $86,000 and whatever additional 
sum that is necessary in behalf of those 
veterans who have signed these huge 
petitions which are over there on that 
desk, the veterans’ loan bill, which we 
take up at 3:30 and pass. That meas- 
ure, to meet their urgent necessities, 
must first be passed, before we spend 
$86,000 for music. 

Mr. Cramton: I want to remind the 
gentleman that there are many music 
lovers all over the United States who 
are really interested in this and believe 
it is in the direction of better music 
outside as well as in the Army. 

Mr. Blanton: Well, is the gentleman 
in favor just now of spending $86,000 
for it? 

Mr. Cramton: Yes; certainly. I 
would not be appealing to the gentle- 
man if I were not in favor of it. 

Mr. LaGuardia: Does the gentleman 
know how long these men have been 
waiting for this bill? 
this bill when I was a little. boy out in 
Arizona’ and my father was one of 
these bandmasters, way back in the 

eighties. 

Mr. Blanton: I first want to see if the 
President of the United States signs 
the bill that the Speaker is going to 
let us pass under suspension and get 
through this afternoon at 3:30 before 
I withdraw my objection to this $86,000 
music bill. I want to see that bill 
passed and signed first. 

Mr. LaGuardia: Let this go through. 
They have been waiting for this thing 
for 45 years. 

Mr. Blanton: No; I regret that I can 
not. I object.

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“Air Attack” on Chicago 

HICAGO will be the first city in the 

country to behold the spectacle of 
about 300 military planes flying in bat- 
tle formation above its roofs. 

According to present plans, Chicago 
will be visited May 18 and 19 by about 
half of the Army Air units ‘which will 
concentrate at Dayton at that time 
in preparation for the annual Air Corps 
exercises which will take place over 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
later in the month of May. 

The Chicago demonstration will be 
staged in the forenoon of May 19, 
when, at 9 a. m., pursuit, bombardment 
and attack planes will concentrate 
over Evanston, IIl., fall into battle 
formation and stage a mass attack on 
Chicago and South Chicago. 

The organizations to participate con- 
stitute the following: 

First Pursuit Wing of about 137 
planes and 25 transports. 

Eleventh Bombardment Wing of 71 
planes, including transports and staff 
planes. 

Third Attack Wing of 51 planes and 
2 transports. 

These units will head toward Chicago 
on the afternoon of May 18. Pursuit 
will stop over night at the Curtiss- 
Wright Field, Attack will be parked 
at the Chicago Municipal Airport, 
while Bombardment will be at Chanute 
Field, near Rantoul, Il. 

Following the flight over Chicago, 
the planes will return to Dayton by 
various routes. Bombardment, being 
the slowest, will proceed directly to 
Dayton; Attack will go by way of In- 
dianapolis, while Pursuit will travel by 
way of South Bend and Ft. Wayne. 
These routes are arranged so the va- 
rious units may meet at Dayton and 
once. more fall into battle formation. 

May 18 and 19 have also been set 
as the dates on which Detroit is to be 
visited by the 21st Observation Wing 
of about 150 planes and the 101st Pur- 
suit Wing comprising about 65 planes. 

The entire division of 672 planes will 
fly to New York May 20, where the 
actual combat practices are scheduled 
to begin.

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Pass Selfridge Field Bills 

PPROVAL of the House to authori- 

zation for certain construction at 
Selfridge Field, Mich. was obtained 
Feb. 16, when H. R. 9224, authorizing 
$50,000 for completion of a sea wall, 
H. R. 15596, providing $37,000 for a 
water main, and H. R. 15616, providing 
the construction of a warehouse to cost 
$55,000, were passed in one bill. 

When the first of these bills was 
called up, Representative Cramton 
asked the other two be included as 
amendments to the sea wall measure 
and secured unanimous approval of the 
House to their passage. The follow- 
ing debate took place on the floor 
when the bill was called up: 

Mr. LaGuardia: Mr. Speaker, reserv- 
ing the right to object, there are three 
bills on this calendar for Selfridge 
Field; one provides for a sea wall, an- 
other for drainage pipe to pump out 
the water, and I am wondering: if it 
would not be economy if we turned over 
this aviation field to the Navy for a 
submarine station. 

Mr. Cramton: My friend from New 
York has been more hasty than is his 
custom, I think. The second bill does 
not have the purpose that the gentle- 
man suggests, but I am glad the gentle- 
man has called attention to the three 
bills, because I would be very happy if 
they could be considered together as 
there is a real emergency in the case 
of the latter two. 

The first bill is to complete the sea 
wall, which is only needed in cases of 
storms, ice jams, and so forth. The 
second is a bill to enable them to con- 
nect with the water system of the ctiy 
of Mount Clemens and construct the 
necessary mains outside of the aviation 
field, and the third is for the construc- 
tion of a quartermaster warehouse. 

Mr. LaGuardia: You have a refrigera- 
tion plant there, too, have you not? 

Mr. Cramton: Because of fire the 
warehouse was destroyed and their sup- 
plies are now carried in one of the old 
war-time hangars. 

Mr. LaGuardia: I have no objection, 
Mr. Speaker. 

There being no objection, the Clerk 
read the bill, as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That there is 
hereby authorized to be appropriated 
thesum of $150,000 for completion of a 
sea wall and necessary fill at Selfridge 
Field, Mich. 

With the following committee amend- 
ment: 

Line 4, strike out “$150,000” and in- 
sert in lieu thereof $50,000.” 

The committee amendment was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Cramton: Mr. Speaker, the other 
two bills about Selfridge Feld which 
we discussed are on the calendar and 
I fear they may not be reached today. 
They are emergency measures and the 
appropriations should be included in 
the deficiency bill that is coming 
through, and in order that there may be 
some chance of that, I ask unanimous 
consent that No. 999 on this calendar, 
which is H. R. 15596, pertaining to the 
construction of water mains, and Cal- 
endar No. 1000, H. R. 15616, authoriz- 
ing the building of a warehduse, be 
added as amendments to this bill. We 
will then have the three items for Sel- 
fridge in one bill. 

Mr. LaGuardia: In whose congres- 
sional district is this? 

Mr. Cramton: For a few days in 
mine, I will say to the gentleman. 

The Speaker pro tempore: The gen- 
telman from Michigan asks unanimous 
consent that Calendar No. 999 and Cal- 
endar No. 1000 be added as amend- 
ments to the present bill. Is there ob- 
jecton? 

Mr. Blanton: Mr. Speaker, reserving 
the right to object, this will require a 
total appropriation of how much? 

Mr. Cramton: Fifty thousand dollars, 
$37,000, and $55,000, making a total of* 
$142,000. 

Mr. Blanton: Under all the circum- 
stances, I shall not object. [Laughter 
and applause.] 

The Speaker pro tempore: Is there 
objection to the request of the gentle- 
man from Michigan. 

There was no objection 

The Speaker pro tempore: Does the 
gentleman from Michigan offer them 
as new sections to the bill? 

Mr. Cramton: Yes. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed 
and read a third time, was read the 
third time and passed.

THE 17th Squadron of the First Pur- 
“™ suit Group, accompanied by a tri- 


+ motored transport, made a_ surprise 


flight from Selfridge Field, Mich., to 
Washington, D. Cg Feb. 15, to protect 
the Capital from hypothetical enemy 
aircraft. The flight, made after dark, 
under command of Capt. Ross Hoyt, 
AC, USA, consisted of 18 Boeing P-12’s 
and one transport. It landed at Boll- 
ing Field at 8:30 p. m.

- Carbon monoxide poisoning from the 
exhaust fumes of airplane motors as 
a hazard to pilots of naval planes prac- 
tically has been eliminated as the re- 
sult of investigations made by the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy 
Department, in cooperation with the 
Bureau of Aeronautics. 


As a result, changes recommended 
for naval planes have been made so 
that the hazard is entirely eliminated 
above the breathing level of the cock- 
pit, and further work is being carried 
out in order to eliminate all traces of 
carbon monoxide gas in the floor level 
of cockpits of naval planes. 

The investigation of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery has been per- 
formed under direction of Lt. J. H. 
White, Med. Cps., USN, flight surgeon 
and director of aviation medicine. Ex- 
periments with engines and the modi- 
fication thereof have been carried on 
under the direction of Comdr. C. A. 
Pownall, USN, chief of the engine sec- 
tion of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

During the investigation every type 
of plane used by the Navy was tested 
and in only two types was found any 
absorption by the occupants—the two 
types being observation and bombing. 
These were carefully rechecked on sev- 
eral occasions, with different person- 
nel, with practically the same results. 
All personnel were checked before they 
made the flights and the flights were 
of at least four hours duration con- 
tinuous, which is more than the aver- 
age continuous hop. In no case was 
sufficient absorption demonstrated to 
a dangerous degree. 

Upon the completion of this work 
with the absorption test, Comdr. Pow- 
nall took steps to have the exhaust 
leads of the different types of planes 
investigated. After modifications of 
exhaust leads, the question apparently 
was solved because after several care- 
ful checks with these same planes, all 
results, as far as absorption by the 
occupants was concerned, proved nega- 
tive. oe

Urge Speaks Bill Change 

N response to a letter from Secretary 

of War Hurley, dated Feb. 5, the 
House Committee on Military Affairs 
has made a supplemental report on the 
Speaks bill to amend the Nationa De- 
fense Act as to the National Guard. 
The supplemental report carries the 
unanimous recommendation that the 
amendments asked by the War Depart- 
ment be added to the Speaks bill. 

One reeommendation adds to the 
Army of the United States the Na- 
tional Guard, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and the Enlisted Reserve, “while 
in the service of the United States.” 
This change was considered desirable 
to cover the case when the National 
Guard is “called” into Federal service, 
and because the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and the Enlisted Reserve Corps are 
not included in the Organized Reserve. 


-Another change eliminates the pos- 


sibility of a construction which would 
prevent the administrative method of 
the present. 


NROA Principles 
LANS for the carrying out of the 
principles of the Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United 
States are being laid by Lt. Comdr. M. 
R. Wortley, USNR, of Detroit, newly 
elected national president. 

The other officers of the association 
who are helping Comdr. Wortley in 
carrying out the program of the body 
include: Comdr. W. B. Allison, USNR, 
vice president, of. Seattle, Wash., and 
Comdr. L. W. Hesselman, USNR, sec- 
retary-treasurer, of New York City. 

The Declaration of Principles, adopt- 
ed by the association at its recent an- 
nual meeting, follows: 

1. The object of the Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United 
States is to support and assist in the 
development ana execution of a Naval 
policy for the United States which shall 
provide adequate National Defense. 
The Association believes this to be the 
surest and most economical insurance 
against future wars and essential to 
the prestige of our country necessary 
to further our world policies and in- 
terests. 

2. The association believes that it is 
vitally important that this country be 
at all times in a position to properly 
defend itself, its commerce on the high 
seas, its dependencies and possessions, 
and that insurance against attack and 
loss of prestige in international affairs 
should be secured by: 

a. Maintaining a Navy adequate in 
all its parts to defend our shores and 
commerce; as outlined in the United 
States Naval Policy, thus providing a 
properly balanced Navy. 

b. Maintaining a small but adequate 
regular army, serving in large part as 
a training organization for the citizen 
components which, with the regulars, 
constitute the nucleus for a great Na- 
tional Army, as provided in the Na- 
tional )‘efense Act. 

c. Maintaining an adequate fieet of 
aircra.t of modern design, continual re- 
placement insuring adequate means of 
procurement in the event of war. 

d. Keeping abreast with the develop- 
ment of war material, keeping on hand 
a sufficient supply of ammunition and 
material for initial defensive opera- 
tions, supporting the continual opera- 
tion of plants necessary for production, 
and providing the machinery for the 
effective and economical mobilization of 
the industrial resources of the country. 


e. Providing for the annual 15-day 
tours of duty for civilian components 
of the Army and Navy and for their 
authorized drills to the end that the 
members of these civilian components 
may be at all times competently pre- 
pared to perform their duties in the 
expanded wartime Army and Navy of 
the United States. 

3. The Association believes it to be 
the duty and obligation of its members 
as American citizens to urge Congress 
to make National Defense a reality and 
to give effect to the National Defense 
Act and the United States Naval Pol- 
icy by making appropriations adequate 
for all of the foregoing purposes; and 
that their particular duty is to aid in 
the securing of appropriations needed 
for training of Naval Reserve Officers, 
and to promote legislation in the in- 
terest of a more perfect organization 
of the United States Naval Reserves.

THE recent advance in the rails may 

be of considerable importance, ac- 
cording to recent morning stock letters 
from E. A. Pierce and Co. In all prob- 
ability the short interest in that sec- 
tion of the market has been small and 
it would seem that the natural buying 
demand for the rails ended in the 
early part of January. This demand, 
which began in the middle of December, 
was spontaneous and sincere and was 
inspired by the fact that a marked dis- 
tinction had developed between market 
prices for the standard rails and real 
values. 

Profit taking seems to be well ab- 
sorbed by the market, and probably does 
not indicate the end of the recovery. 
It is quite possible for this current 
phase of the market to run its course 
unaccompanied by distinguishing news 
and, consequently, outside influences 
may be of relatively smaller import- 
ance than tape action. 

Copper shares have been more or less 
ignored for the past few days, while 
the rest of the market was advancing. 
It is easily possible for them to regis- 
ter a sharp show of strength which 
would be based upon technical consid- 
erations rather than upon near term 
earnings outlook.

Letter on Pay 
(Continued from First Page) 
fronting the junior officers 
Army. 

Your sympathetic attitude toward 
their problems is well understood. I 
shall therefore get promptly to a brief 
presentation of facts. 

Since 1919 I have served several 
years in China, in Japan, as language 


officer, brief intervals in the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, Ft. Benning, Ga., Madison Bar- 
racks, N. Y., and Washington, D. C. 
In that service with troops and staff, 
as a lieutenant and captain, I have be- 
come intimately acquainted with the 


situation in which the second and first 


lieutenants find themselves. 


Since 1925 that situation has been 
acute. Since that time their hopes 
have been sustained by promised relief. 
Now they are on the ragged edge, fi- 
nancially and morally. Unless a con- 
gressional committee to consider pay 
and promotion is formed before the 
4th of March from Members who will 
continue to serve in the new Congress, 
the naming of such a committee will 
be delayed until next December. That, 
in all likelihood, will mean the passage 
of another session without relief leg- 
islation. 

I can assure you that long before 
that the morale of the junior officers 
will definitely have been destroyed. If 
it is destroyed, it will work progres- 
sive damage to the Army. 

I am personally acquainted with 
scores of lieutenants who have been 
trying to keep out of debt on a salary 
of $143 a month. Their wives are 
working as models and clerks in de- 
partment stores, as day governesses, 
in whatever capacity they can obtain 
decent work. Last week I had a pair 
of them in to dinner. After dinner 
the wife broke down and cried; said 
how much she had enjoyed her dinner; 
that it was the first steak she had had 
in eight months. 

My next-door neighbor pays his ne- 
gro chauffeur $150 a month and fur- 
nishes his meals, but that has nothing 
to do with the case in hand. 


It is in the nature of men, when they 
voluntarily choose a cerain profession 
for their life work, to give the best 
that is in them to their daily task. 
This whole-hearted interest in their 
work on the part of the men in the 
uniformed services of the United 
States is popularly, and properly, char- 
acterized as “devotion to duty.” It is 
poor business for this country to 
jeopardize such devotion to its inter- 
ests by denying its loyal servants a 
living wage. When a man begins to 
debate whether he can give his family 
a quart of milk, or a pint of milk a 
day, his attention is distracted from 
his work, his enthusiasm wanes, and 
the bright flower of “devotion to duty” 
becomes that faded and colorless thing 
known as “the perfunctory perform- 
ance of allotted tasks.” 

In considering the general pay re- 
vision proposals I can not believe that 
Congress adequately has been made 
aware of the plight of the first and 
second lieutenants. It has not been 
possible for the Army, or their friends 
outside the Army, to fully present their 
case. 


— themselves are wholly inarticu- 
te. 
They deserve special and immediate 
consideration above all other grades 
of the service. 


I wish to say, in conclusion, that in 
making this plea for the two junior 
grades I have no personal ax to grind. 
Whether the pay of other grades is 
raised or not is immaterial to me. Both 
my wife and I have independent in- 
comes and it is my intention soon to 
leave the service. 


Because I have been more fortu- 
nately situated financially it has been 
my privilege to have been able to tide 
a number of these young officers over 
family emergencies during the past 
five years. Yet in each instance I 
vividly remember the pitiful embar- 
rassment, akin to shame, that each ap- 
plicant displayed. Each episode was 
a painful one for both of us. It is not 
easy for an honorable man of fine 
sensibilities to ask for a charity loan. 

I deplore to see the high-minded 
young officer in such a _ situation— 
forced on him, not by his own improvi-

Army Appropriations 

THE War Department appropriation 

bill was reported out of conference 
Feb. 19 and passed by both Houses the 
following day. The $200,000 item for 
experimental work on a metal clad di- 
rigible was stricken out, but the Sen- 
ate appropriations committee inserted 
it in the Navy appropriations bill. The 
conferees rejected the increase in the 
appropriations for the pay of retired 
officers on active duty put in by the 
Senate and maintained the amount at 
$131,132 as recommended by the House. 


The reduction in appropriations for 
the Organized Reserves, made by the 
Senate, was retained, keeping the fig- 
ure at $6,537,785. 

A number of changes, agreed upon 
in conference, were concurred in by 
both Houses. Some of the amendments 
were agreed to but with changes in the 
wording. 

The amendment prohibiting officers 
or enlisted men from engaging in the 
publishing business was enacted into 
law in the following language: 

“No appropriation for the pay of the 
Army shall be available for the pay of 
any officer or enlisted man on the ac- 
tive list of the Army who is engaged 
in any manner with any publication 
which is or may be issued by or for 
any branch or organization of the Army 
or military association in which offi- 
cers or enlisted men have membership 
and which carries paid advertising of 
firms doing business with the govern- 
ment: Provided, however, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit officers from writing or dis- 
seminating articles in accordance with 
regulations issued by the Secretary of 
War.” 

An amendment carrying out this 
same purpose originally was placed in 
the bill by the House Committee, but 
stricken out by a narrow vote on the 
floor. It was reinserted in the Senate 
exactly as quoted above with the excep- 
tion of the words “On the active list 
of” which were placed in by the con- 
ferees. 

In regard to the voleomargarine 
amendment the following amendment 
was accepted in lieu of former provi- 
sion: “Provided that none of the 
money appropriated in this act shall 
be used for the purchase of oleomar- 
garine or butter substitutes for other 
than cooking purposes, except to sup- 
ply an expressed preference therefore 
or for use where climatic or other con- 
ditions render the use of butter im- 
practicable.” 

The amendment restricting purchases 
was reworded as follows: 

“That in the expenditure of appro- 
priations in this act the Secretary of 
War shall, unless in his discretion the 
interest of the Government will not per- 
mit, purchase or contract for, within 
the limits of the United States, only 
articles of the growth, production, or 
manufacture of the United States, not- 
withstanding that such articles of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of 
the United States may cost more, if 
oe of cost be not unreason- 
able.”

Merchant Marine Notes 


FOREIGN trade of the Philippine 

Islands during the calendar year 
1930, aggregated $256,260,082 as shown 
by a report from Governor General 
Davis to the War Department, received 
at the Bureau of Insular Affairs. 

This is $55,337,036 or approximately 
19 per centum under the trade of last 
year, imports amounting to $123,092,- 
954 as compared with $147,150,275 in 
1929, and exports of $133,167,128 which 
last year were valued at $164,446,843. 

In the values for leading export 
products two-thirds of the loss in total 
export trade appears under shipments 


-of coconut oil and Manila hemp. 


While a decrease of 15 per centum is 
shown in trade with the United States, 
we continue to receive more than three- 
fourths of the Island’s exports and fur- 
nish over three-fifths of imports. 





Gen. Butler to Retire 

M*!: GEN. SMEDLEY D. BUTLER, 
_ USMC, is going to retire from ac- 
tive service, according to press. dis- 
patches received here. In an address 
at Buffalo,-N. Y., Feb. 18, and again 
in Philadelphia the following day he 
is quoted as saying that he will re- 
tire next fall, and go on the lecture 
platform.

GERMAN SOLDIER WRITES 

(Following is the translation of a 
letter from a former German soldier, 
was addressed originally to “American 
Officers Club, American Army, New 
York.” It was referred to Ft. Jay, N. 
Y., from where it was forwarded by 
Maj. Fred L. Lemmon, 16th Inf., to the 
Army and Navy Journal.) 


WAS in the front line trenches. At 
the front there, I met a high Amer- 
ican officer who was badly wounded. 
He was laying between the two fight- 
ing lines. I had a kind heart and went 


out. I bandaged this officer’s wounds 
and gave him something to drink and 
then I picked him up, all that I could 
do, and took him back. We can do 
much for a man if we wish. When I 
carried him he came to his senses and 
asked me where he was. I told him he 
was in good hands, which he under- 
stood, as he could talk good German. 
When I got him in back of the trenches, 
he told me that he would make it all 
right with me when the war was over. 
He gave me his address but, I am sor- 
ry, I lost it during a speli of sickness. 
I have been thinking of this officer and 
now if he knows of this and is alive 
he could help me. I have a wife and 
four healthy children, also a house I 
built costing 10,000 marks. What I 
thought I was going to get, I cannot 
get and I know if this officer is still 
alive he will help for I know he was 
a good man. My name I think he has 
forgotten. I think if the officer sees 
or hears of this, I will get an answer.

_ (Continued from Page 587) 
mail, assume a vital importance in the 
carrying on of a war. 


“It is quite possible that Postmas- 
ter General Brown has assumed that 
commercial aviation .would be entirely 
used on the battle front. Such is not 
the case. Undoubtedly certain of the 
personnel would be so used shortly af- 
ter the outbreak of hostilities, but in 
the main commercial aviation will be 
called upon to augment and speed up 
its peace-time functions.” 


Adm. Moffett Surprised 


Adm. Moffett expressed surprise at 
the statements by Postmaster General 
a commenting on them as fol- 
Ows: 


“I hope that the remarks have not 
been quoted correctly, for I am sure 
no one in naval aviation has ever 
spoken with contempt about civil or 
commercial pilots and airmen or what 
they have accomplished. We have the 
highest respect for them and believe 
that they would be of tremendous value 
to the country in time of war.

“I have inspected many of the large 
commercial airlines in this country and 
they are unexcelled in their personnel, 
equipment and organization, and 
have the greatest admiration for their 
progress. While all the commercial 
planes could not be used for naval pur- 
poses they would be enormously valu- 
able for transportation in time of war, 
and all would fit into some part of the 
war organization. 

_“The Navy has encouraged commer- 

cial aviation throughout. To do so was 
one of the features written into the 
Policy of the Navy Department 15 
years ago and maintained as a major 
feature ever since.”

(Continued from First Page) 
acquisition of certain parcels of land 
required in connection with the exten- 
sion of the West Point Military Reser- 
vation grounds, which you transmitted 
to the War Department under date of 
Feb. 7, 1931, with a request for report 
thereon. * * * 

Each bill. would authorize an ap- 
appropriation of $1,500,000 for the 
proposed acquisition, S. 5732 provides 
for the acquisition by purchase, con- 
demnation, or otherwise, of approxi- 
mately 17,000 acres of land in Orange 
County, New York, as an addition to 
the West Point Military Reservation. 
Section 1 of H. R. 14811 -is similar in 
import to S. 5732, but describes the 
land as being 15,135 acres, more or 
less, and specifically includes “land 
surrounding Popolopen Lake, land bor- 
dering on the River Hudson, and other 
interlocking plots of land, all located 
in Highland Falls, Orange County, 
New York.” Section 2 of this bill pre- 
scribes the procedure to be followed in 
the acquisition. H. R. 8480 specifies 
numerous tracts, with statements of 
the ownership and acreage, as well as 
authorizing the acquisition of other 
similar interlocking plets of land re- 
quired to complete the proposed exten- 
sion, 


The United States Military Academy 
has been developed from a small en- 
gineering school into one of the most 
important and necessary educational 
institutions of the country. It is now 
generally recognized as the foremost 
school of its kind in the world. It rep- 
resents a present investment of ap- 
.proximately thirty-four millions of 
dollars. There has been no material 
addition to the reservation for many 
years, and the school has gradually 
outgrown its present confines. The ac- 
quisition of the additional land con- 
templated by this legislation is abso- 
lutely necessary if the West Point 
Academy is to fulfill the mission for 
which it has been established and de- 
veloped. The specific requirements are 
fully set forth in a letter from the Su- 
perintendent, United States Military 
Academy, dated Aug. 24, 1929, a copy 
of which is enclosed. 

It is not deemed advisable to incor- 
porate in the legislation a specific 
designation of the tracts to be acquired 
as appears in H. R. 8480. 

It is the opinion of the War Depart- 
ment that either S. 5732 or H. R. 14811 
would be suitable to the purpose, ex- 
cept that in H. R. 14811 the land to be 
acquired is described as “all located in 
Highland Falls, Orange County, New 
York.” <A part of the land which it 
would be desirable to acquire is located 
in Cornwall. H. R. 14811 should, there- 
fore, be amended by striking out, in 
line 2, page 2, the words “Highland 
Falls,” so that the clause will read— 
“all located in Orange County, New 
York.” 

The War Department is advised that 
the residents of the village of High- 
land Falls, New York, are apprehen- 
sive that in the carrying out of this 
project their water supply may be cut 
off or destroyed. It will be unneces- 
sary, and it is not intended, to acquire 
the land upon which the source of the 
village water supply is located. In or- 
der to assure the people of Highland 
Falls that their water supply will not 
be affected, it is suggested that such 
legislation as may be adopted contain 
a proviso as follows: 

“Provided, That nothing shall be 
done under this act which shall operate 
to divert the existing water supply of 
the village of Highland Fats, New 
York, from its present uses.” 

The War Department regards this 
project as a matter of the utmost im- 
portance. Plans have been made to 
absorb the amount involved in the 1933 
Budget, and the early enactment of 
this authorizing legislation is urgently 
recommended in order that the item 
may be included in the estimates for 
the Fiseal Year 1933. 

Maj. Gen. William R. Smith, Super- 
intendent of «the Military Academy, 
describes the needs of. West Point in 
the following letter to the Adjutant 
General of the Army: 

Gen. Smith’s Letter 

It is recommended that the necessary 
steps be taken to acquire for the Mili- 
tary Reservation of West Point, New 
York, by condemnation proceedings or 
otherwise, the additional land described 
on the accompanying paper and shown 
on the map submitted herewith. This 
land consists of approximately seven- 
teen thousand acres and has a value 
estimated at approximately one and 
one-half million dollars.

West Point Expansion 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
fic it oers a sightseeing objective to 
motorists. The influx of visitors which 
now is a real problem is increasing 
daily and will receive a great impetus 
with the finishing of the great bridge 
across the Hudson near the Dykman 
Street ferry. Drill and instruction 
cannot be properly conducted amid a 

crowd of onlookers. 

But more serious than’ the rising tide 
of visitors and of automobiles is the 
constant growth of settlements north- 
ward. The march is steady and rapid 
and the thrust of New York City is 
even now felt in the tranquil and 
proper operation of the Military Acad- 
emy. Already the planning of the New 
York City Region extends above New- 
burgh, which is nine miles north of 
West Point, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when the land just south of the 
Military Reservation, between the 
southern boundary and our holdings on 
Popolopen Creek will be thickly settled. 
At present this region is sparsely set- 
tled, but it is becoming the rendezvous 
alarmingly fast for Summer camps and 
residences. In this region are Brooks 
Pond, Cranberry Pond and Long Pond, 
all of which offer ideal natural facili- 
ties for exploitation. Already in Sum- 
mer, they are crowded with campers 
and automobilists who regard West 
Point as a legitimate attraction. The 
Military Academy will soon be hemmed 
in on the south and the acquiring of 
yee 4 land will be impossible. To 
the north we cannot expand as Crow’s 
Nest and Storm King oppose such ex- 
pansion, as does the Hudson River to 
the east. Any future expansion must 
therefore take place to the south and 
west. 

But even discounting future require- 
ments, we are at the present time in 
need of land for artillery and small 
arms target ranges, for camp sites, for 
maneuvers, and for athletics. The 
present Summer camp can accommo- 
date only two classes. It should be 
large enough for three classes, the 
fourth one being on furlough. There 
being no other suitable site on the 
reservation, the camp is now Ilecated 
on the field and tract grounds tsed by 
cadets and the two conflict somewhat 
in time of use. Each year it is neces- 
sary to go off the reservation for 
manetvers and temporary camp sites 
and permission to occupy some of the 
lands heretofore used has been denied 
and will soon be impossible to grant 
for other areas. 

The building of the Storm King Road 
(US9W) has takén away our back stop 
and we can no longer fire safely in 
that direction, so there is no place 
where artil practice may be had. 


The present range is wofully in- 
adequate. It be tripled for pres- 
ent needs, is no ground on the 
reservation is possible to en- 
large it and ing on it is not en- 


tirely safe even now. Also there is 
no ground on the reservation possible 
for a landin gfield or for maneuvers. 

It is most important that we should 
exercise foresight to protect our water 
supply an dprovide for the future. At 
— our water comes from Queens- 

ro and Popolopen Creeks, but should 
the region between these creeks and the 
reservation become thickly settled, as it 
most certainly will, the cuting down of 
the woods and the pollution of the 
water shed would most seriously dimin- 
ish and jeopardize our water supply. 

The necessity for a landing field for 
West Point is too obvious to need com- 
ment. 

The conditions that threaten the 
Military Academy are cause for reflec- 
tion and anxiety and it would seem 
that practical consideration dictates 
that an effort should be made to an- 
ticipate and guard against them. The 
investment of the Government in the 
plant at West Point runs into many 
millions of dollars and the importance 
of the Academy to the country is incal- 
culable. It is of such importance to 
the nation that Congress cannot af- 
ford to permit the development of a 
condition that undoubtedly will inter- 
fere with the future efficiency of the 
Academy or prevent its future expan- 
sion. 

As it now is, West Point is greatly 
restricted and in need of land for every 
‘purpose. At its gates lie large, uncul- 
tivated tracts that contain sufficient 
acreage for its needs. Were it in pos- 
session of these, it would not be nec- 
essary to send the cadets to Ft. Eustis 
at considerable expense to the United 
States, for artillery firing that should 
properly be given at West Point. 

The necessary foresight exercised at 
this time, will save the War Depart- 
ment and West Point from grave diffi-

THE itinerary for the midshipmen’s 

practice cruise for the Summer of 
1931, to be made aboard the USS 
Wyoming and USS Arkansas, was an- 
nounced Feb. 18, as follows:

Rebels Routed in Skirmish 


| PPETAILED report of a contact on 


Feb. 16 between a patrol of the 
Nicaraguan National Guard detach- 
ment and bandits near El] Tule, eight 
miles south of Somoto, in the northern 
area of Nicaragua, was made Feb. 19, 
to the Navy Department by Col. F. M.
